Nelther House Nor Senate Regarded 
As Sure to Override Hard- 
Ing’s Objections.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 21.—The Mce- 
Cumber Soldiers’ Bonus bill, according 
to all signs, will be passed speedily by 
the Senate and practically without amend- 
ment. When the Senate reconvenes at 
noon Wednesday two hdurs will be de- 
voted to the calendar, and then Senator 


| McCumber will call up the bonus propo- 


sition, with the intention of keeping it 
before the Senate until it is disposed of. 
This may mean a few days or a week or 
ten days. Some Senators believe the bill 


| may be passed next Saturday. 


As the situation now stands, there is 
no question of the passage of the bill. 
Senators Underwood, Borah, Wadsworth 
and other anti-bonus Senators all agree 
that it will have a safe majority. The 
only hope for its defeat is a Presidential 
veto. The more afdent of the bonus ad- 
vocates assert that they can pass it over 
the veto, while other Senators maintain 
that the opposition will be able to mus- 
ter the thirty-three votes necessary to 
sustain the President. 

In the face of repeatcl White House 
statements that President Harding will 
not sign a bill which does not provide 
for the financing of the gratuity, there 
are Republican Senators who say the 
President will not exercise his veto 
privilege, but may permit it to become 
law without his signature. One of the 
Senators who expressed this view of the 
situation today is a prominent Admin- 
istration leader, 


No Filibuster Expected. 


There will be no filibuster against the 
Mr, McCumber will open the debate 
with a speech in favor of the bonus, and 
may be followed by Senator Robinson, 
on the Democratic side, who also will 
support the proposition. It is believed 
that Senator Underwood will lead off 
for the opposition and will be followed 
by Senators Borah and Wadsworth. 
Information obtained today shows that 
the advocates of a bonus in the House 
are weakening. The impression among 
its opponents is that if the President 


should veto the bill and support this ac- 
tion by a strong message showing what 
enormous financial burdens the bonus 


| would entail, he would be sustained in 


the House. 
Republican House leaders were saying 
today that the President intends to dis- 


approve the bonus, although the Senate) 
| leaders declare he will not veto it. Since 
| the House passed the bill there has been 


a strong reaction against the proposal, it 
is said, and this opposition is increasing 
daily in all parts.of the country. 

Republicans who approached _ the 
bonus proposal some months ago en- 
tirely from a political point of view, 
believing that political wisdom dic- 
tated the enactment of some relief to 
the veterans of the world war at this 
time, are now disposed to believe that 
political exigency does not demand the 
legislation. They find that the soldiers 
themselves are divided over the scheme 
and that the great masses are strongly 
opposed to it because of the financial 
obligations entailed. It has been fig- 
ured out that the irrigation plan con- 
templated in the bill will cost at least 
$400,000,000, and that the entire cost of 
the ‘bonus, as provided in the,bill, may 
exceed $4,000,000,000. 


Fear Drain on Treasury. 


Many House Republicans voted for the 
legislation believing that the money 
could be obtained from the payment of 
the foreign debt to the United States 
and that there would not be any drain 
on the other revenues in the Treasury, 
or any call for additional taxation. Now 


that the foreign countries are not ex- 
pected to pay their debts for years to 
come and are not meeting, for the most 
part, the interest, it is regarded as 
certain that a bonus law would cause 
an immediate drain on the Treasury 
necessitating ‘additional taxation in the 
next Congress. 

House leaders also are doubtful 
whether the Republi S would override 
the expected veto, although some Senate 
leaders assert that there are enough 
votes in the Senate to pass the bill over 
the President’s objections. 

One thing evident tonight fs that the 
Senate will pass the bill quickly. It 
will be sent to conference by both 
Houses, and Congress will probably 
take a recess the last of this week; or

TRENTON, N. J., Aug. 21.—Fifty pris- 
on deputies, thirty State troopers and 
thirty city police trained revolvers on 
a mob of 600 inmates of the State Prison 
during the exercise hour tonight when 
the prisoners threatened a jail delivery 


| because they thought they were not get- 


sting enough peaches for dessert, as this 
is New Jersey ‘‘ peach week.’’ After a 
difficult quarter-hour the peeweers were 
got back to their cells, where they con- 
tinued a vocal demonstration that drew 
thousands of residents to the prison 
ates and caused dwellers in the neigh- 
Borhood to double lock their doors. 
Serious trouble was threatened Sunda: 
after supper when the convicts were al- 


lowed to take their usual hour of leisure 


in the yard. On the previous night half 
a peach had been served to each for des- 
sert at supper. Resentful over this, the 
convicts yelled for hours Sunday night in 
their cells, beating on the floors with tin 
cups and occasionally knocking out elec- 
tric lights with handy missiles. The up- 
roar lasted well into the morning. . 
In the yard tonight the 600 men wer 
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in an ugly mood and Headkeeper Joseph 
S. Hoff sent warnings to State troopers 
and city police to be in readiness for an 
outbreak. At the end of their leisure 
hour the prisoners refused to return to 
their cells. 

Prison deputies were marched into the 
yard and soon the convicts were looking 
into the muzzles of 110 revolvers, As- 
sistant Prison Keeper James HE, Kersey 
then told the convicts it would go hard 
with them if they persisted in their in- 
subordination. Fifty prjsoners left the 
ranks and started to go back to their 
cells, They were stoned and hooted by 


their 550 companions, Finally the whole 
crowd was induced to go to their cells, 
But nothing could keep them quiet. They

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Heat of 3 Stars Measured ; 
Gives 10,000 Centigrade 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 21.—The heat 
of .three stars—Aldebaran, Capella 
and Betelgeuse—has been measured 
by two officials of the Smithsonian 
Institution who have been making 
observations at the Carhegie Solar 
Observatory on the summit of Mount 
Wilson, Cal. R. G. Abbott and L. B. 
Aldrich reported today that they had 
succeeded in doing what had hereto- 
fore never been done. 

The heat/of the three stars first 
was brought to focus by the giant 
100-inch telescope. The heat and 
light then was passed through @& 
prism and spread out into a rain- 
bow-colored spectrum. Delicate de- 
vices measured the light in each color 
as well as the invisible heat. 

As the hottera body is the whiter 
and bluer is its light, the Intensities 
of the heat in the various colors 
allowed an estimate of the tempera- 
ture of the stars which was fixed 
at approximately 10,000 degrees 
centigrade.

any money pending settlement of the 
dispute concerning the ownership of the 
fund.

Before leaving for home Miller tele-

Miller and Thompson, both ex-service 
men, live at Keyport, where the Aero- 
marine Company has an aircraft factory.

During the war Miller was re- 
garded as one of the best pilots in the 
navy. His skill as a pilot is ranked high- 
ly by fellow aviators and his record 
| has been singularly free from mishaps.

WASHINGTON; Aug. 21.—A bill em- 
bodying President Harding’s recom- 
mendations for a commission to study 
the conditions prevailing in the coal 
industry, as to wages, wage contracts 
and profits, and to recommend to Con- 
gress legislation to promote continuity 
of production and prevent labor dis- 
putes, was introduced in the House to- 
day by Representative Samuel E. Wins- 
low, Chairman of the Interstate Com- 
merce Committee. 

The bill, approved by President Hard- 
ing, was referred to the Interstate Com- 
merce Committee, which late today-con- 
sidered it in executive session. Some 
slight objections were raised against its 
provisions. The radicals insisted that 
the commission should be composed of 
three men, one to represent labor, an- 
éther the coal operators and the third 
the consumer. The Administration be- 
lMeves that the best results can be ob- 
tained by a commission which ‘has no 
interest in either side. 

The contention for a mixed commis- 
sion, it is believed, will not be insisted 
upon by its advocates. In that event 
the bill will be reported favorably to 
the House late tomorrow. The present 
plan of the Republican leaders is to 
consider it Wednesday and if possible 
pass it after a six hours’ debate. 


To Delay Coal Agency Pian. 


President Harding told the House 
leaders he did not regard it as neces- 
sary for Congress to speedily enact a 
bill to buy and sell coal. He said, 
however, that developments in another 
month might make such legislation 
necessary. If it is found that coal 
prices have not been raised to a pro- 
hibitive price, he said, he would prefer 
there be no legislation forcing the Gov- 
ernment into the business of controlling 


the coal of the nation.

Capital, Where Silence Is the 
Rule to Promote Peace. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 21.—An appeal 
signed by Samuel Gompers, President, 
and eight Vice Presidents of the Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor was issued 
today to organized labor, urging the 
fullest moral and financial support of 
the railroad shopmen now on strike. It 
was stated in the document that the 
resistance of the carriers had been 
strengthened by powerful forces seek- 
ing to crush trade unions and that the 
future of organized labor depended upon 
the outcome of the shopmen’s strike. 

Considerable comment was aroused to- 
day by the fact that this appeal was 
made public forty-eight hours ®@€fore the 
| meeting in New York of 148 railroad 
executives to pass upon the negotiations 
} entered into last week between a com- 
mittee of rail executives and heads of 
the Big Four brotherhoods mediating 
for the strikers. Since President Hard- 
ing’s address to Congréss last Friday, 
in which he condemned strike violence 
equally with efforts to stamp out or- 
ganized labor, Administration officials 
have been chary of expressing opinions 
that might embarrass the New York 
negotiations. Heads of the brotherhoods 
and the striking shop crafts also had 
| publicly expressed the hope that noth- 
ing would occur prio® to the railroad 
executives’ meeting that might have an 
irritating effect. 

In the light of efforts that have been 
made to maintain a conciliatory atmos- 
phere at the New York conferences, 
surprise was caused-here by the appear- 
ance of the federation’s appeal for im- 
mediate moral and financial support of 
the rail strikers. In some quarters the 
statement was interpreted as an indica- 
} tion that organized labor had abandoned 

hope that the New York conferences 

would result in a settlement. 


Text of the Appeal. 


“To all organized labor, greetings,’’ 
the appeal is headed. The document is 
signed by Samuel Gompers, President of 
the American Federation of Labor; 
James Duncan, First Vice President; 
Joseph F, Valentine, Second Vice Pres- 
ident; Frank Duffy, Third Vice Pres- 
ident; William Green., Fourth Vice 
President; W. D. Mahon, Fifth Vice 
President; T. A. Rickert, Sixth Vice 
President; Jacob Fischer, Seventh Vice 
President; Matthew Woll, Eighth Vice 
President; Frank Morrison, Secretary, 
and Daniel J. Tobin, Treasurer.

Inquiry in railroad circles disclosed 
yesterday that there was little hope 
of any settlement of the nation-wide 
shopmen’s strike being reached at the 
national conference of railway :

acting as mediators for the shop crafts 
unions. 

L. F. Loree, who is President of the 
Delaware & Hudson and Chairman of 
the Eastern Presidents’ Conference, the 
dominant figure of the ‘‘ no surrender” 
group on the seniority dispute, said 
‘‘the reports intimating that peace is 
coming in the railroad strike are ali 
bunk.”’ He said the Hastern had 
not receded from their stand against 
eoncéding seniority to the strikers. 

Frederick D. Underwood, President of 
the Erie Railroad, said last night the 
talk of peace being néar in the railroad 
strike was “ nothing’ But propaganda.” 
He said the position of the roads as far 
as he knew was unchatiged and that 
the strike was ‘‘ gradually dying out.’ 

When a newspaper story was shown 
to him quoting him as saying, ‘‘ Well.. 
boys, the strike’s all over,” when he 
left the Eastern Presidents’ conference 
yesterday, Mr. Underwood smiled and 
explained that some newspaper man had 
taken a joke too seriously. 

“I was joking with the newspaper 
boys about some blasting: nearby being 
a jollification over the end of the 
strike,” he said, ‘‘and I guess some- 
one took me‘at my word.” . = 

“ Conditions on the Erie are. improv- 
ing daily,’”’ Mr. Underwood added. 
“We are getting more men and moving 
more traffic than ever before. The 
strike is gradually dying out. It is 
only this flutter of peace talk now and 
then that keeps it alive, at least as far 
as my road is concerned. ‘ 

“The union men themselves are break- 
ing the strike. We have a number of 
cases where*the strikers are migrating 
from one point to the other along the 
road and accepting jobs. Of course we 
are g€tting a lot of other help. 

“The situation looks good and I feel 
sure we will be able to move the erops 
and coal this Fall and there will be no 
disruption of traffic. The roads can 
take care of themselves.’* 

Mr. Underwood declined to predict 
what would be the final outcome of the 
conference tomorrow, deelaring that 
*“ you can’t tell what 148 railroad presi. 
dents will do whén they get together.” 


Calls Seniority Issue a Bugabos. 


“The seniority question ig just a 
bugaboo rdised by the men,” he went 
on. ‘‘ The men would be glad to go 
back to work if something would hap- 
pen so they could. Seniority has been 
talked to Heath and is only raised by 
the union leaders as an excuse to delay 
the end of the strike in the hope that. 
something will come along to Save the 
situation for them. 

‘The issue to my mind is that of the 
Railroad Labor Board.

Talk of Peace Coming Today. 


PHILADELPHIA, Aug. 21 (Associated 
Press).—Although prospects of the an- 
thracite coal strike settlement still hung 
fire tonight after a late adjournment of 
miners and operators’ representatives, 
who were in conference for about two 
hours, rumors were’ current about the 
offices of the Lehigh Coal and Naviga- 
tion Company, where the meeting was 


held, that possible settlement would be 
effected tomorrow. The conference will 
be resumed tomorrow at 3 P. M. 

The day was spent by the miners’ and 
operators’ spokesmen, prior to the joint 
meeting, in conference between them- 
selves, and while no official word was 
given out, it was understood that the 
operators insisted still upon a resump- 
tion of mining at the old wage scale 
until April 1, 1923, and the miners want 
a sa-caieed ‘long-term "’ contract—prob- 
ably two or three years—at the scale 
in effect when the suspension was called 
last April. 

James A. Gorman of Hazleton, Pa., 
secretary of the joint conference, in a 
statement issued at the conclusion of to- 
day’s session, said: 

“The Anthracite Committee met this 
afternoon at 4 o’clock. The time of the 
conference was occupied in an effort to 
reconcile views of miners’ and operators 
representatives toward a possible agree- 
ment to cover wage and working condi- 
| tions in the anthracite coal fields. The 
| conference will resume its sessions Aug. 
23 at £27.36" 

The representatives of both sides ap- 
peared to be a bit cheerier after break- 
ing up the day’s meeting than after 
| previous conferences. 

In the meantime, word had been circu- 
lated from unofficial sources that an 
agreement would be reached probably 
tomorrow, while on the other hand a 
lesser voice in the rumor circle claimed 
that the joint conference would con- 
tinue for a week at least.

Representative Patrick H. Kelley. - 

While the Hughes letter is regarded 
by many as the clearest and best state- 
nient of the Newberry defense yet made, 


Ait has served to give the Democrats an 


opportunity to stress the seating of 
Newberry as a principal campaign is- 
suc, and Chairman Hull has been quidk 
to take advantage of the situation. 

“The nation Republican leaders,’’ 
said Mr. Hull, ‘‘ have decided to make 
Newberryism the paramount issue in the 
present national Congressional cam- 
paign, and have put forward Secretary 
of State Hughes as the attorney to 
state the case and offer the chief de- 
fense.

NO PROTEST TO CUBA. 


Secretary Davis Confirms 
Smuggling of Aliens. 


Special to Tha New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 21--Press re- 
ports that the United States had sent 
a diplomatic protest to the Cuban Gov- 
ernment egainst the alleged wholesale 
smuggling of allens into this country 
from Cuba were denied by the State 
Department today. It was declared by 
officiats that no representations of any 
kind on the subject had been made to 
Cuba. One statement had it that there 
were 60,000 of these aliens, particularly 


Chinese, trying to get into the United 
States. 

That there is basis for complaint was 
indicated, however, by the fact that 
the State Department, today received a 
letter from Secretary of Labor Davis in 
which he indicated that he was con- 
vinced that many aNens were- finding 
their way into the United States from 
Cuba. 

Officials of the State Department 
were unable to say whether Canada and 
Mexico are involved in the alleged 
wholesale smuggling of undesirable 
aliens into the United States which is 
complained of by the Secretary of 
Labor. Not only are such aliens mak- 
ing their way into this country across 
the Mexican and Canadian borders, ac- 
cording to Secretary Davis, but this 
Government is put to unwarranted ex- 
pense in deporting them even after they 
are captured.

Chinese coming into the United States 
by way of Canada, as the Canadian Gov- 
ernment refuses to receive them back 
when turned over by the American au- 
thorities, and the American Government 
is put to the expense of deporting them 
to China. The Cuban Government also 
is understood to have protested against 
receiving such aliens who have been 
returned by the American authorities 
after capture in the United States. 


ALIEN PASSPORT RELIEF. 


No Papers Required From Cubans, 
Dominicans or Haitians. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 21.—An execu- 
tive order, effective Sept. 1, 
to citizens of Cuba, Santo Domingo and 
Haiti privileges of admission ‘to the 
United States and waiving requiring of 
passports, identity cards and similar 
documents was made publie today at the 
State Department. The order, it was 
explained, was issued to reconcile exist- 
ing regulations with the immigration 
law recently extended by Congress for 
one year. 

The order also specified that aliens of 
any nationality who regularly reside in 
the United:States but who have gone to 
Canada, Newfoundland, Bermuda, the 
Bahama Islands, St. Pierre-Miquelon, 
Mexico, Cuba, Santo Domingo or Haiti, 
can return to the United States within 
six months of their departure without 
passports or similar documents. 


HUGHES PREPARES FOR TRIP 


Arranges State Affairs for His Ab- 
sence In Brazil. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 21.—Secretary 
Hughes began today to arrange affairs 
of the State Department so that they 
might be completely taken over on Wed- 
nesday by Under Secretary Phillips, who 
will become Acting Secretary of State 
on that day, due to the departure of 
Mr. Hughes for Brazil to attend the 
Centennial Exposition there, beginning 
on September 7. 

The Secretary found an accumulation 
of business to be disposed of before he 
leaves and cancelled all but the most 
important engagements for the next two 
days in order to give his time to putting 
things into shape for thelr administra- 
tion by Mr. Phillips. Mr. Hughes plans 
to leave here for New York on*Wednes- 
day and will sail the following day for 
Rio on the Shipping Board steamer 
Pan-America.

Dr. Fujleawa Denies Japan is Mill- 
taristic and Reviews Record for 
300 Years to Prove It.

WILLIAMSTOWN, Mass., Aug. 21.— 
In the round table on inter-allied debts 
at the Institute of Politics a committee 
consisting of A. G. Alley of Milton 
Academy, Leslie C. Sloper of Boston, 
Myron, 'T. Pierce of Boston and Mrs, L.

States in such small payments and over 
such a term of years that business 
would not be derangéd. 

Mr, Alley in presenting the plan said: 

“* We will give a rough illustration of 
how this plan could be worked out. Let 
the United States notify its debtors that | 
it desired to place its claims to $11, 
000,000 In the hands of trustees to be 
used for the rehabilitation of Europe, 
let it invite these debtor States to meet 
with her and the neutral and late ene- 


my States for the choice of trustees of | 
the fund and the formation of regula- 
tions under which it should be admin- 
istered, let her urge some of her leading 
men of the type of Mr. Warburg to 
place themselves at the disposal of the 
trustees in the execution of their plans 
in order that they might carry far and 
wide through Europe the principles cf 
sound finance and of co-operation among 
neighbors in freedom from the suspi- 
cions and jealousies of military States.

Crosby Criticises Plan. 


Mr. Crosby declared that in his view

A large part of Dr. Rikitaro Fujisa- 
wa’s speech this morning was devoted 
to a study of comparative militarism in 
Japan and other countries. He admit- 
ted frankly that after the sudden and 
complete triumph over Russia in 1905 the 
customary self-restraint of the Japanese 
people gave way to a militaristic or 
“ swelled head ’’ attitude, and that at 
times in the closing years of the Meiji 
era and the opening years of the Tais- 
sho Japan wag militaristic in a certain 
sense. ‘‘ But the mistaken notion that 
Japan is militaristic to the core,"’ he 
said, ‘‘is just about as far apart from 
the truth as the truth is separated from 
the assertion that Japan is not at aljl 
militaristic.'’ In regard to Japan's go- 
ing in Manchuria, -Dr, Fujisawa as- 
serted that her every act was scrutinized 
with exceptional severity, and that other 
nations behaved as though they expect- 
ed her to live up to a quixotic ideal. The 
most wholesome lesson taught his people 
by the war, Dr. Fujisawa declared, was 
the revelation that ‘‘the noble qualities 
which we have been unconsclously proud 
of are shared by the people of most of 
the countries at war i. an equal if not 
in a surpassing degree. 

‘“‘ Japan has a record for peace that 
will be the envy of other nations,’’ he 
said. ‘‘ Fur two hundred and fifty years 
before the advent of Commodore Perry 
Japan was at peace with the outside 
world, and, what is I believe not less 
remarkable, with herself. During the 
seventy years since Japan came in 
contact with the West there have been 
two internal wars and three, or perhaps, 
four, if we include the Boxer rising, ex- 
ternal ones, all comparatively brief, al- 
together taking up hardly one-twelfth 
of her sev@h decades of world inter- 
course.”” ,

HINDENBURG IN MUNICH. 


Nationalists in Demonstration as. He 
Visits Prince Leopold. 


BERLIN, Aug. 21.—Newspaper dis-

Haynes, ‘‘ but there is no proper method | 
by which our laws, so long as they are 
laws, may be nullified, except by public | 
officials failing to do their duty in their | 
enforcement. There never was greater | 
necessity for all’ law-abiding forces to 
get together and candidates who have | 
come out wholly on the side of law and | 
order should have the fullest support at | 
the polls. Elections already held clear- 


ly indicate that the people as a whole |

‘The water supply is clear mountain | 
water, stored only nine miles from here, | 
and while it is low, it contains no ty- 
| phoid fever, germs, bugs or worms," | 
said Mr. Oppy. ‘‘ There have been only | 
nine cases of typhoid fever in recent 
months, and they have all been traced 
to a spring. 

‘““We have only had one death from 
wood alcohol in this community since 
prohibition went into effect. There may 
have been other deaths from raw alco- 
hol, but they are not reported by phy- 
sicilans as due to alcoholism. 

‘“*IT have analyzed hundreds of sam- 
ples of beer, moonshine and home- 
made liquors and found no wood alcohol 








except in the one case, and no ether at 
all. I have found a high percentage 
of fusel oil, which is poisonous, in some 
of the liquors."’ 


‘“‘I know that certain ministers and 
others have tried to pretend that the 
water is good,’’ said Mayor Cauffiel, 
‘‘ but there is no use disguising the fact 
that it is bad and dangerous. When I 
started to take a bath on Saturday I 
found the water covered with these little 
skippers. They were skating over it in 
flocks. They are pretty, but I don’t 
care for any of them in my drinking 
water.”’ 

Mayor Cauffiel studied attentively a 
letter from a lawyer of Newville, Pa., 
which supported his anti-Volstead proc- 
lamation on constitutional grounds. 

“You deserve congratulations,’’ wrote 
the lawyer, ‘‘ for your order on the beer 
question. There are times when neces- 
sity becomes higher than the law. If 
you can show that sickness is more like- 
ly to happen than not by reason of the 
condition of the water of Johnstown, 





mathematical theory of probability, that 
sickness ts likely or probable, 

‘“Such being the case, your authority 
in Johnstown is higher than that of the 
Governor of Pennsylvaniais in Johns- 
town, or than the President of the United 
States is in Johnstown. A general law 
that works harm in individual cases is 
superseded by a Court of Equity; but a 
law which may be the cause of an 
epidemic will ultimately not be valid 
against people trying to save their lives. 

“It is not the intention to write a 
long letter and cite innumerable cases. 
Your proposition is a simple one. I 
simply. say that it is a fundamental 
principle of law. that it never intends 
vain things; also, that all law is made 
fer the people, not the people for the 
aw. 

One of the paradoxes of this situa-* 
tion is that, on the law books and de- 
cisions, Johnstown is the driest place 
in the United States. It is not only 
illegal to sell one-half of 13 per cent. 
beer here, but illegal to sell one-hun- 
dredth of 1 per cent. beer. It is illegal 
to sell any kind of malt liquor whatso- 
ever. 

The State law against malt liquors 
has been .construed thus strictly in the 
{local courts, and they have refused to 
permit the isspance of licenses for the 
sale of near-beer. The saloons, which 
are now selling 4, 6 and 8 per cent. 
beer, are all operating without any li- 
censes, or with restaurant licenses. 

Because of the confusion in. applyin 
State laws which are construed so mue 
more strictly even than the Volstead 
act, there has been a reluctance to at- 
tempt to close the saloons, the author- 
ities fearing that this step would drive 
all drinking into speakeasies,

POUGHKEEPSIR, N. Y., Aug. 21.—An 
incessant pounding away on the non- 
partisan program of organized labor ‘by 
speakers before the fifty-ninth annual 
convention of the New York State Fed- 


eration of Labor was forecast tonight 
when leaders..gathered here’ for the 
opening session tomorrow. 

Pointing to successful campaigns 
waged by candidates who had the sup- 
port of union labor, irrespective of party 
lines, in Oklahoma, West Virginia and 
other States, New York State union 
heads said they expected to see the dele- 
gates here sent back to their homes 
fired with.a zeal to urge their fellow- 
workers to forget party allegiance in 
voting for friends of labor and against 
those whose acts they consider un- 
friendly. 

In every race this Fall where none of 
the regular party candidates is consid- 
ered by organized labor to have been the 
workingman’s friend, labor leaders urge 
their fellowers to:put forth an indepen- 
dent candidate, it was said by James 
P. Holland, President of the State Fed- 
eration. : 

Labor’s non-partisan program was’ ap- 
proved this afternoon at two of the 
State conferences of individual crafts— 
those of the barbers and the. painters, 
paper hangers and decorators—which are 
in session here. 

The principal address at tomorrow's 
session is to be delivered by Samuel 
Gompers, President of the American 
Federation of Labor. Mr. Holand also 
will address the delegates and will rec- 
ommend among other things, he said to- 
night, that organized labor enliven the 
movement for legislation which would 
provide for making members of the ju- 
diciary subject to recall. 

Other leaders predicted that there 
would be considerable discussion of the 
rail and coal strikes on the convention 
floor. None ventured to say whether the 
delegates would do more than talk about 
these matters.

revoking the license.

When Magistrate House started to 
sentence Lavoise, the patrolman volun- 
teered the information that the offender | 
had been before the Court before.

house and revoking his license. Lavoisc 
was asked to show his license and pro-! 
duced one issued four days after he was 
released on Aug. 14. Magistrate House 
then sentenced him to ninety days in 
the workhouse after Lavoise promised } 
that he would never drive an automobile 
again.

INCREASE IN POSTAL PAY. 


Special Acts of Congress 
Enacted Since 1918. 


Smployes of the Post Office have re- 
ceived substantial salary increases since 
1918, according to a report submitted re-| 
cently to the Postmaster General by 
Charles A. Kram, ControMér of thea 
Post Office Department. The increase 
now approximates one-fourth of the en- | 
tire postal revenue. 

Since 1918, the rate of compensation to 
postal service employes has been. in- 
creased by three special acts of Con- | 

ress, "namely: The War Bonus act, ef- 
ective July 1, 1918; the House Joint | 
Resolution, effective July 1, 1919, and | 
the Reclassification act, effective’ July | 
1, 1920. The additional cost to the Post | 
Office Department for five years, based 
on the rate of compensation payable 
under these acts, as compared with the 
1918 rate, amounts to $450,371,600, as 
follows:

Come Upon Him in a Patrol 
Chinatown to Guard Against 


New Factional War. 





The first move of detectives to pre- 
vent a possible tong war in Chinatown 
a8 @ result of the recent ill feeling be- 
tween the Hip Sings, whose national 
President, Ko Low, was murdered on 
Aug. 7, and the On Leongs, one of 
whose members has been- indicted for 
murder, tame late last night when Pom 
Mok, a seaman’s runner, a former em- 
ploye of Ko Low, and, according to the 
police, a Hip Sing, was arrested while 
crouching in a Doyers Street doorway, 
armed with a _ .45-cailbre automatic, 
loaded with seven cartridges. 

Detectives Coffey and Devoti of the 
Oak Street Station, part of the special 
force watching the tong situation, came 
on the tense Chinese as they were walk- 
ing through Chinatown on their nightly 
search for persons possessing guns, in 
line with the more stringent policy of 
the police since the recent difficulty. 
Pom Mok did not see them at first, but 
as they approached ‘him he crouched 
further back in the doorway at 14 Doyers 
Street to avoid detection. 

Walking siowly, pretending not to see 
him, the detectives came close to Mok, 
then suddenly leaped upon him. He 
resisted, struggling with fanatical en- 
ergy in their grasp, pulling the two men 
with him from one wall to the other in 
the brief, wild combat. When they final- 
ly subdued him, they found the huge 
revolver under his coat in a silken gir- 
die about his waist. 

The Doyers Street house faces directly 
the Chinese Arcade, a lowering, narrow 
passageway between Doyers and Pell 
Streets, the scene of scores of deadl 
affrays in the past. This Jane has wit- 
nessed so many bloody affairs that for 
the last few years it has been ordered 
closed after dark, and timid Chinese 
have preferred walking  circuitously 
around Mott Street or the full length 
of Doyers Street to the shorter, more 
direct but more dangerous route. 

The detectives are investigating care- 
fully the houses in the immediate vicin- 
ity to discover if any committee meet- 
ings of the On Leongs were being held 
fat the time of their arrest. They are 
also developing some evidence tending 
to indicate a connection between the 
fact that Mok was a faithful henchman

LONDON, Aug. 21.—Three women, one 
with a baby, are to cross. the- Atlantic 
for the third time in just over a month 
in the hope of being able to join their 
husbands in America. They arrived at 
Southampton today on the Cunarder 
Mauretania as deportees and immedi- 
ately began to make arrangements to 
return on the same ship. She sails on 
Saturday. 

All three women are subjects of the 
British Empire, one having been born in 
Australia and the other two in Malta. 
They were deported because the quota 
of immigrants allowed from those coun- 
tries during the month of their arrival 
had been reached before they landed. 

The case of Mrs. Cooper, the Aus- 
tralian woman, is described here as par- 
ticularly hard. She told her story to a 
London newspaper on arrival. She left 
England with her husband and baby in 
order to settle down near her mother, 


who had lived in America for some 
years. 
““When we arrived,’”’ she said, ‘‘ the

Shipping Board Vessels Run on 
Commission Basis Cut Prices 
to South America. 





Atlantic Steamship Line officials said 
yesterday that there was no foundation 
for the rumors in circulation that a rate 
war was impending. They admitted 
that the outlook both for passengers 
and freight business was not good for 
the next twelve months and that there 
were too many ships in the trade now 
and more tonnage expected next Spring. 

There was_a big increase in cabin 
traffic this Summeér, It was said, but 
the business was divided among more 
ships than last year. In July, 1921, 
there were 65 sailings against 82 last 
July, and in August of last year there 
were 60 passenger liners from New York 
compared with 83 this month. The in- 
crease in the cabin business it was ex- 
plained, did not make up for the falling 
off in the immigrant traffic and 
freights, a heavy factor in the profits.

NEW USES FOR SUDAN GRASS | »: 


Introduced Here Eight Years Ago, 
Crop Shows Yearly Increase. 


Hight years ago Sudan grass received 
its first introduction to 
and its popularity continues to increase, 
proof enough that the plant is well 
adapted to certain conditions and gsup- 
plies some needs better than any \other 
forage crop. 
a Summer pasture for work stock, dairy 
cows and other farm animals has been 
an important factor during the last year 
in stimulating a more than usual inter- 


est in the crop. 

It has also been found that when rea- 
sonable care is used there is very little 
danger of prussic acid poisoning; in fact, 
when the pasture is properly handled 
there is no danger in the region east 
of the ninety-eighth Meridian... West. of 
that line the danger is virtually” negH- 
gible, unless the grass is injured -by 


* drought. 












New evidence regarding Sudan grass 
pasture is being provided each year by 
farmers and experiment stations. In 
New Mexico, irrigated Sudan pasture 
carried two -head of milk eows to the 
acre, and enough butterfat was produced 
to give a.return of $75 an acre after the 
eost of the grain feed had been de- 
ducted. A prominent farmer in Central 
Kansas has a Sudan grass pasture every 
year for his dairy herd, and asserts that 
the butter churns in from five to ten 
minutes and is firm and well flavored, 
while that from alfalfa-fed cows is hard 
to gather and soft. 

A mixture. of Sudan grass and cow- 
peas is used for Summer pasture by a 
farmer near Taylorville, Ky. In using 
this feed he'finds it wnost satisfactory 
to have two pastures, which are grazed 
alternately for periods of two weeks. In 
putting in this forage crop he uses 4 
mixture of eight to ten pounds of Sudan 
grass seed and one bushel of cowpeas; 
te get an even distribution of the plants, 
the two crops are sown separately, It 
ig claimed for this mixture that it pro- 
vides mavaety in the pasture and leaves 
the soil in better one for the fol- 
lowing crop than pure Sudan grass pas- 
care. ephis farmer tells the United States 
Department of Agriculture that the mix- 
ture is superior to red clover, bluegrass 
and any of the common pasture grasses, 
during the dry_ season that usually 
eomes in July and August. . 


NEW PRODUCTS FOR CHINA, 


Canton College Experiments’ With 
American Outputs. 


American domestic animals, hardy 
plants, fruits and nut trees are being 


introduced into South China the 
Canton. Christian College in-an effort to 
improve the agricultural conditions in 
that section. Blooded milch goats and 
registered bulls and cows are being 
studied to ascertain the effects of the 
climate and the numerous diseases to 
which the native animals are subject.

HEALTH WEEK IN OCTOBER. 


| Ventilation, Sanitation and Personal 
Hygiene Should Be Emphasized. 





| apart as ‘‘ Health Week,’’ with the sug- 
| gestion that emphasis be placed on ven- 
| tilation, sanitation and personal hygiene. 
lt is significant that impfovement in 
health conditi6ns has been effective on 
just the points where the attention has 
—_ focused and in the degree that per- 
sonhl and commpnity responsibility has 
been assumed. Health Week js set at 
an opportune time, when especial atten- 
tion is necesgary to provide healthful 
indoor conditions, according to The Na- 
tion’s Health, which comments on the 
subject ‘as follows: 

“Many ‘ weeks’ devoted to one cause 

or another have resulted in tremendous 
activation in these several fields. When 
universities and colleges found them- 
selves obliged greatly to increase their 
funds or reduce standards they put 
their case up to the people in educa- 
tional drives that resulted not only in 
financial stability for these organiza- 
tions, but found their best expression in 
an enlightened public inquiry into, edu- 
cational methods of the most far-reach- 
ing importance. Thrift week put un- 
recedented sums of money in the 
anks, instituted many systematic in- 
vestments, and excited an unprecedented 
interest in the ynderiy’ & causes for 
economic stress. It stabilized the sense 
of personal responsibility. 

‘*Tt is interesting to speculate on the 
possibilities of Health eek properly 
organized and sufficiently backed by 
popular intereat. That health is an as- 
set really calls for no argumentation. 
Kivery one desires health for himself and 
regards it as a blessing when it is be- 
stowed upon him. The chief difficulty 
lis that health is popularly regarded as 
ja gift, not as an achievement. Supine, 
lackadaisical acceptance of conditions 
conducive to ill health and inefficiency 
are quickly dissipated when health facts 
are properly presented.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 21.—A reitera-

SERGT. BLOHM VICTIM 
OF RATTLESNAKE GUN 


Policeman's Vest Pocket Auto- 
matic Accidentally Fired After 
He Had Shot a Snake. 


After having carried the big service 
weapon of the Police Department for 
fifteen years without an accident, Ser- 
geant Herman R. Blohm of the West- 
chester Avenue Station accidentally 
killed himself with a pistol which was 
little more than a toy which he took up 
to Sullivan County with him on his va- 
cation to shoot rattlesnakes. 

Word. of Blohm’s accidental death 
reached Police Headquarters on Sunday 
in a message from the Chief of Police 
at Highland Lake, but it was not until 
the dead man’s brother, Patrolman £d- 
ward Blohm; his uncle, Police Captain 
Frederick W. Blohm, retired, and his 
wife returned yesterday with the body |‘ 
that the circumstances were disclosed. | 

Blohm had spent hie last vacation at | 
Highland Lake with his wife and his| 
two children, Dorothy, 8, and Theodore, 
10. They were annoyed by rattlesnakes. 
This year the Sergeant decided to try 
to destroy some of the dangerous pests. 
He left his police pistol at home and 
bought a vest pocket automatic. 

He and his wife left the hotel on Sun- 
day afternoon and strolled through a 


field, intending to row on the lake. 
They spied a rattler. Blohm drew the 
automatic and killed the reptile. Then 








he shoved the weapon back into a hip 
pocket. He was unused to its mechanism 
and forgot to adjust the safety catch. 
The trigger caught on his trousers and 
the weapon was discharged. The bullet 
ranged upward and. penetrated the 
abdomen, 

Dr. F. A. Treibert of Port Jervis was 
at Eldred, near by. -He gave the 
wounded man first aid and rushed him 
by automobile to St. Francis Hospital 
at Port Jervis, ten miles away. Blohm 
died as he was being carried into the 
hospital. 

The dead sefgeant was in line for 
promotion soon to a lieutenancy. He 
came of a family well represented in 
the department and had been a popular 
policeman with a good record. For ten 
Years he was attached to the East 
126th Street station, having been moved 
to the northern post five years ago.

CLAY PIPING PERFECTED. 


Carnegie Institute Devises Method 
of Joining Lengths, 


A“method of making bituminous clay 
pipe as a cheap substitute fur cast iron 


Pipe has been devised through a series 
of experimefts conducted In the labora- 
tory of the College of Industries of Car- 
negie Institute of Technology by E. S. 
Dibble. This discovery, which has been 
sought for years by manufacturers and 
engineers, is expected to be used with 
profit in many important industries, 
as the laboratory tests have thoroughly 
established that the néw pipe for drain- 
age and sewerage purposes is in every 
Way the equal of the more expensive 
cast iron pipe which has been the only 
variety available. 

While many experiments have been 
made in the past in trying to find a sub- 
stitute for the iron pipe, the one weak 
point has always been the inability to 
join the lengths without leakage. In 
efforts to find a way to prevent this 
leakage in the past, the only material 
used has been some variations of ordi- 
nary building cement. Recently, how- 
ever, various bituminous compounds 
have been evolved as a substitute join- 
ing material, but the early tests, of this 
character failed to overcome the leak- 


age. 
Finally a number of these bituminous 
compounds were placed at the disposal 
of 8. E. Dibble, head of the heating and 
ventilating department of the institute. 
He proceeded to make painstaking and 
unusual tests and experiments. He not 
only devised absolutely new equipment 
with which to simulate actual drainage 
and sewerage conditions in the making 
of his tests, but as a result of the tests 
themselves he developed un entirely new 
jointing practice and technique. Alto- 
gether twenty-one separate tests on a 
total of sixty-three joints were made, 
three different bituminous compounds 
being used. 
Not only have Professor Dibble’s tests 
established (1), that a proper bituml- 
nous compound can be used efficiently 
in joining a pipe (2), that joints made in 
the manner developed by Professor Dib- 
ble will stand any pressure that the-pipe 
itself is capable of standing, without 
showing any leak (3), that a pipe line 
so joined can be thrown out of align- 
ment without causing a leakage at the 
joints; and (4), that leaks due to poor 
workmanship can be repaired easily and 
uickly; but Professor Dibble has gone 
rther and has published actual chemi- 
cal analyses of two of the bituminous 
compounds found satisfactory.

SARATOGA SPRINGS, N. Y., Aug. 21. | 
This was a weird day at the Saratoga | 
track. Morvich was beaten, and badly 
beaten, by Surf Rider in’ a two-horse | 
race; of four starters in the steeplechase 
three fell and one refused, two horses | 
being remounted and finishing the farci- | 
eal contest, and, to cap the afternoon, | 
six favorites went down to defeat in | 
row, making still one more slaughter 
for the players and a feast for the lay- 
ers. 

The defeat of Morvich was the out- | 
’ standing sensation of the program. Ben- | 
Jamin Block’s three-year-old, winner of | 
the Kentucky Derby and last year’s un- |} 
disputed champion among the two-year- | 
olds, made his first appearance under | 
#ilks since he was beaten in the Ken-| 
tucky special by Whiskaway and Thibo- 
dGaux several weeks ago. He was entered | 
in the first race of the card today, the | 
Greenwich Handicap, for three-year- | 
@lds at seven furlongs. 

The distance was believed to suit Mor- | 
wich admirably, and it was generally | 
thought he should-win in a canter, par- | 
ticularly when eleven horses were | 
scratched because of the presénce of Mr. | 
Block’s colt, leaving only Montfort } 
Jones’s Surf Rider to contest the issue. | 
Although Morvich was carrying 130 
pounds, as against 115 for Surf Rider, | 
it was believed he could do this readily, | 
and he was held at 3 to 10 in the betting, | 
while Surf Rider was at 16 to 5. 


Morvich Attracts Interest. 


Intense interest attached to the appear- | 
ance of Morvich, as reports of his work- | 
outs showed that he had apparently 
come back to top form and had all the 
speed which made him the whirlwind of 
the turf a short year ago. There was a 
large crowd about Morvich in the pad-| 
dock prior to the bugle, and when Mr. 
Block's racer came out on the track/| 
for the parade he was given a tumul- 
tuous reception from clubhouse and 
~ grandstand.- The applause proved that | 
the colt holds a warm place in the hearts 
of turf followers despite his defeats of 
the season. The colt looked more like 
himself than he has for a long time. He 
carried himself with his old-time snap 
and ginger, and minced along in the | 
parade as he was wont to do in the days 
when every race was a victory. 

The start was in the seven-furlong 
chute, down the back stretch, givin 
the racers a straight run along the back | 
stretch before hitting the far turn. The 
pair got off to a good start. Johnson, 
on Morvich, took his mount out into| 
the lead at once and the colt showed 
all his old-time speed as he flew down 
the back stretch, increasing his lead! 
over Surf Rider at almost every jump. | 
He had an advantage of a full Sid | 
lengths as he neared the beginning of | 
the far turn. 

Coming around the turn, Garner, on 
Surf Rider, began to make his move. 
‘To the astonishment of the throng, it} 
was seen that Surf Rider was cutting | 
down the advantage of the leader. About 
the middle of the turn, it was evident to | 
every one that Surf Rider was gaining | 
fast. By the time the pair had entered | 
on the latter part ofthe turn, Surf | 
Rider was just behind Morvich. | 


Tries to Arouse Morvich. 


At the head of the stretch, Johnson 
eut Morvich with his whip to try to 
arouse him. Morvich and Surf Rider 
were now lapped. For a brief distance 
longer Morvich had a slight advantage. 
But at the eighth pole Surf~Rider had 
passed the Block colt and from there 
to the wire he increased his lead with | 
ease,’ winning readily by five lengths. | 
Morvich seemed to have nothing with | 
which to withstand Surf Rider’s chal-| 
lenge. He simply faded. The colt did 
not have it in him to make a real battle | 
in the stretch. He stopped and stopped 


so badly that had there been other good 
horses in the race it is highly probable 
that Morvich would not even have been, 
placed. ; 
It was the general consensus that this 
race stamps Morvich as a six-furlong 
horse at most. Experts declared that 
as a three-year-old he simply won't do. 
The only thing he showed was a high 
flight°of speed for about five and a half 
furlongs—when he had run that, he had} 
done all he could do. 
The race was run in the good time of | 
1:24 3-5, which is one second slower} 
than the track record. The fractional | 
* times were 0:233-5, 0:463-5, 1:11 2-5, | 
1 :24 3-5. | 
When Surf Rider came back to the} 
judges stand_he was given a noisy re-| 
ception, and Morvich himself was Biven | 
a hand when be returned from his dis-"| 
astrous trip: | 
The steeplechase was nothing less} 
than a joke, and it drew plenty of | 
laughter. It offered an excellent ex-} 
ample of thé quality of some of the so- 
called jumpers which are racing over 
the obstacles this year. 


Steeplechasers Go Down. 


The first horse to start the amuse- 
ment for. the. onlookers was Royal 
Greens, which declined to do any jump- 
ing at all and refused at the first fence, 
unseating his rider, McNair. The next 
horse to make himself prominent was 
New Haven, the ultimate winner of the 
event, which fell at the seventh jump 
the first time around the course, Mc- 
Manus, who had the mount, must have 
had a premonition that more horses 
yet were to go down. for he proceeded 
to remount, and bring his steed into 

ition . , 
ore next boree to go. down was Mo- 
the odds-on favorite, which fell 
at the clubhouse jump the second time 
around. This left Bryan O’Lynn wing- 
ing out in front absolutely alone, as 
New Haven was half the course behind 
him. It then became a question if 
Bryan O’Lynn could get around the 
rest of the course without falling. This 
he could not do, and over he went at 
the fifteenth fence. 

New Haven was now the only horse 
in competition and it again became a 
question if he could get around without 
falling again.

For the most part, the 
Pennsylvania system rates are graded 
in accordance with skill and experi- 
ence required, and the prevailing rates 
are generally higher than those es- 
tablished for other railroads, 
* This is not throwing wages away. 
It is investing wages in transporta- 
tion, the only source of the company’s 
ability to pay wages at all. The rail- 
roads in general lost nearly a third of 
their traffic in 1921. They must re- 
gain it if they are to pay Labor Board 
schedules. The strikers no longer 
claim to be striking on the wage ques- 
tion. They stand now on working 
conditions, beginning with seniority. 
It would seem wise for all concerned 
if other roads were operated in the 
manner of the Pennsylvania. 

The Pennsylvania is not anti-union, 
but believes in collective bargaining 
with its employés, rather than with 
national unions.

Boissier’s Temperate Comment on 
Some-Faults of His Own Day. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

The late Gaston Boissier, Professor of | 
Latin Eloquence at tHe College de} 
France and Perpetual Secretary of the, 
French Academy, in his essay on | 
Martial, makes some sensible ec neanss 
on “‘ gross literature ’’: 

‘““We shall then in the reading of | 
Martial form a very bad opinion of him 
and his time if we do not look into our 
own hearts, and so temper our severity. 
Among us there has flourished and still 
flourishes a gross literature which is 
warmly welcomed by one section of the 
public. Are we to suppose that all the 
people who devour the novels printed in 
thousands of copies and attend the plays 
that run for hundreds of nights live in 
their own homes like the characters 
whose adventures are presented in 
them? They are very often good middle- 
class folk only debauched in imagina- 
tion, guilty, above all, of morbid curi- 
osity and well pleased with a momen- 
tary glimpse of what they have no 
desire to imitate. As for’ the authors, 
they are probably less vicious by 
nature than in a hurry to attract public 
attention and convinced that the shortest 
cut to success is to hatch a little 
scandal. I suppose it must have been 
the same in antiquity, and I conclude 
therefrom that it is not wise to deduce 
from Martial’s poems any too-—-severe 
inferences about himseif or his time.’’ 

In brief, this sort of immorality is a 
vicarious and much diluted vice, which 
relieves suppressed~ desires in a rela- 
tively harmless mode. p me ae

Organized Labor in Politics. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

The boldness with which the labor leaders 
have conducted the railroad and coal strikes 
in defiance of the Railroad Labor Board and 
of the Administration serves to call attention 
to the important role organized labor is pre- 
paring to play in the Fall election. 

It is no secret that those guiding Repub- 
lican destinies, both in the Administration 
and in the National Committee, are far more 
alarmed over the danger from labor activi- 
ties than they are by fearg of the Demo- 
crats. For labor at the present time is bet- 
ter financed and better organized politically 
than either of the old parties. In the prima- 
ries, as in the elections proper, labor is for 
any candidate, either Republican or Demo- 
crat, who will pledge adherence to its poli- 
eles. 

It is credibly reported that organized labor 
has a fund of more than $2,000,000 for use 
in the Fall elections—considerably more than 
the Republicans or Democrats will have, taken 

| together—with a field force, working under | 
central direction, of eighty-six paid political | 
organizers. The-use of funds such as this for 
political purposes through other than the 
| accredited political parties In itself raises a 
| new question in American political life. Can- 
didates and parties are held strictly account- 
able for all expenditures. How are moneys

The Army Reduction. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

The statement that Representative An- 
thony misrepresented matters in connection 
with the Appropriation bill by which the 
reduction of the army was brought about 
is without foundation. It was more than a 
year after war was deciared before a regi- 
ment of the regular army could take part 
in a real battle, and only about 24 per cent. 
of the line officers of the regular army 
ever saw active service in battle.

She Asks Not Dependence on Pats 
rons but Self-Reliant Co-operation. 


To the Editor of The New Yotk Times: : 

The championship of THE TIMES, 48 
shown in a recent editorial, will be 
appreciated, I am sure, by workinz 
women who are in danger of having r~ 
strictive legislation foisted upon the. 
in the name of “protection.” It is dif- 
ficult for advocates of special legisl+ 
tion to see that freedom for women is 
not being asked for in the laissez faire 
spirit of the'old Manchester School of 
Economics. The State must, of course, 


protect workers at many points; but a ’ 


law which singlas out a part of a group 
of workers and regulates hours and 
wages, instead of protecting that par- 
ticular part, handicaps it. : 

Were the working hours of all milli- 
ners legally fixed at six, the result 
might be protection. But if the law se- 
cured the shorter hours for blue-eyed 
milliners only, it would. scarcely com- 
fort them, when gdismissed and sup- 
planted by dark-eyed maidens, to be 
assured that the legislation was initiated 
by those who knew what was best -fot 
the blue-eyed. 

But have not such mid-Victorian 
methods been outdated? While leisure- 
class women have been making modest 
and usually unsuccessful demands for 
special legislation, tens of thousands of 
industrial women have banded them- 
selves with men in trade unions such as 
the Amalgamatéa and haeve secured iu? 
all employes high rates of pay and a 
44-hour week. 

The welfare worker seems not to 
recognize the bearing upon the useful- 
ness of her methods of the fact that 
the new unionism, as 
takes in the lowly as well as the aristo- 
crats of a trade. It molds all, weak 
and strong, together and forms a power- 
ful amalgance. ‘The industrial woman 
knows that her true relation is not one 
of dependence on patrons, but of self- 
respecting, self-reliant co-operation with 
her own: men folk. 

The quotations from Herbert Pell and 
the letter from Mrs. Franklin Roosevelt, 
as given in THe Times, indicate that 
voth fall into the universal welfare 
error of linking women and children in- 
dissowbly as if they stood on a plane 
of equality. The result of this illogical 
union has been emphasis of the in- 
feriority complex in women and under- 
emphasis of the. actual and wholly 
proper dependence of children. Far 
from legislation for children having been 
vetoed by the present Administration at 
Albany, as Mr. Pell and Mrs. Roosevelt 
say, there has not been a first-class 
measure in the interest of children in- 
troduced in the Legislature by welfare 
workers in the past two years. 

No, no; the fact is, they have had 
“poor, oppressed woman” so on their 
minds that they cannot think of any 
other human being. Surely it ought to 
have wakened them to realities when 
their star witness at an Albany hear- 
ing, who was to illustrate in her own 
proper person the need of a minimum 
wage law for women, had to reply to 
a member of the committee asking, 
“What do you earn a week?” “ Thirty- 
six dollars, sir.” A sum about three 
times any proposed minimum wage! 

In fending off well-intentioned guard- 
ians, the self-supporting. woman must 
have patience with human nature. It is 
natural that certain societies should re- 
gard the protection of women as their 
prescriptive right. Opposition on the 
p of the ward is an attack upon long- 
st@iding class relations and a threat to 
the profession of ‘many estimable per- 
sons. The worker must expect the de- 
fense of a supposed prescriptive right to 
be bitter. It is irritating whén the in- 


! austrial worker, instead of seeking ma- 


ternal protection, elects to go into trade 
organizations where the leisure class 
woman cannot follow her. 

She might assure her would-be guardi- 
ans that her stiff-neckedness has not 


! closed all fields of philanthropy. There 


remains much legitimate work to be 
done. New York needs prodding if oc- 
cupational diseases are to be checked. 
And the industrial and educational situ-

IN STAMFORD HOME 


Noted Patent Lawyer, Scientist 
_and Author, 73, Was Iil 
- Three Months. 


GRADUATE OF ANNAPOLIS 


Once Associate Editor of The Scien- 
tific Americdn—Was Father-In- 
Law of Late Enrico Caruso. 


Park Benjamin, noted patent lawyer, 
author of a number of works on scien- 
tific: subjects and father-in-law of the 
late Enrico Caruso, died yesterday at his 
Summer home in Stamford, Cenn., in his 
seventy-fourth year. Mr. Benjamin's 
death was due to myocarditis and sec- 
ondary nephritis, from which he had 
been suffering for the last.three months. 
With the exception of Mrs. Caruso, who 
is in Italy, all his children were at his 
bedside when he died. Mr. Benjamin 
was born in this city May 11, 1849, a 
son of Park Benjamin, the poet, and 
Mary Western Benjamin. 

He was graduated from Annapolis Ain 
1867, and made several cruises with Ad- 
miral Farragut, and was promoted to 
be ensign and was assigned to Euro- 
pean waters, but resigned soon after re- 
turning to New York with the determi- 
nation to become a lawyer, and was ad- 
mitted to the bar after a year of study 
in the Albany Law School. Mr. Benja- 
min then enrolled at Union College, 
where he studied a broad range of scien- 
tific subjects and was graduated with 
the degree Ph.D. in 1571, qualified to 
enter the field of patent law. 

From 1872 to 1878 he was associate 
editor of The Scientific American, and 
took charge of the production ef Apple- 
ton’s ‘‘Cyclopaedia of Applied Me- 
chanics as editor-in-chief” 

He early established himself as a pat- 
ent lawyer, and was associated with 
some of the country’s, best known men 
of science and industrial firms. 

Throughout the years of his practice 
he wrote many artictes on scfentific sub- 
jects, most of which appeared in The 
Scientific American and kindred publl- 
cations. He, also was the author of 
several books, ‘‘ The Early History of 
the Naval Academy ’’ and ‘‘ The Early 
History of Electricity.’ With R. M. 
Thompson and E. J. Berwind he col- 
lected a valuable library of rare works 
and presented it to the Naval Academy. 

Mr. Benjamin was deeply opposed to 
the marriage of his daughter Dorothy to 
Caruso; on the ground of the differ- 
ences in the ages, nationality and tem- 
perament of the two. The tenor and 
Miss Benjamin were married despite the 
objections raised by Mr. Benjamin. But 
there was no actual breach with Caruso, 
as the doors of the Benjamin home al- 
ways were open to the singer and his 
bride. 


In December, 1919, a year after the 
marriage, Mr. Benjamin legally adopted 
Miss Anna M. Bolchi, a former govern- 
ess and companion of the present Mrs. 
Garuso. The family, according to news- 
paper accounts at the time, were sur- 
prised that Mr. Benjamin should take 
sugh action, as it automatically made 
Miss Bolchi one of his heirs.

Mrs, Josephine Scott, a widow, of 202 
Second Street, jumped from her bed- 
room window but escaped with scratches. 
Thirteen persons were rescued by fire- 
men. 

This afternoon the police arrested Wil- 
liam Syryha of 202 Second Street. After 
questioning him the police said that a 
still was found in his home but he was 
exonerated from any suspicion of in- 
cendiarism. 

The fire started in a space of about 
a foot between the two buildings. Les- 
ter, Kramer, a huckster of 207 Bond 
Street was repairing his truck at 5:30 
o’clock near the building, when he saw a 
man dart into the doorway of 200 Sec- 
ond Street.

WANTS US IN CONFERENCE

PARIS, Aug. 21.—Frenchmen © are 
neither Neros nor Bismarcks, but hon- 
est people who intend to get what is 
coming ‘to them, Premier Poincaré de- 
claréd in a speech at Bar-le-Duc today, 
in which he said that Germany would 
get no moratorium unless France got 
hold of guarantees from which she could 
collect should Germany try to make the 
moratorium permanent, 

He: bitterly attacked Lloyd George for 
being willing to cancel what Germany, 
the, former foe, owed Britain, but de- 

| Manding payment of what France, the 
, ally, owed. France, he said, would never 
" stoop to such a policy. She had no ins 
tention of exacting from her struggling 
; allies ‘the’ money with which to pay 
England. France intended to make Ger- 
many pay, if not now, then later. 

The speech delivered before the Gen- 

| ¢ral Council of the Meuse Department 
Was the strongest public utterance M. 
Poincaré has made since he became 
| Premier, and his declaration that 
France waS tired of being the-one to 
pay for the maintenance of allied unity 
evoked great applause. 

In the merning the Premier had pre- 
sided at the dedication of an arch mark- 
ing Bar-le-Duc is the end of the 
““saered road’’ up which the French 
poured in 1916 to hold the Crown 

, Prince’s/ savage .onslaught against Ver- 

“dun. His important speech in the aft- 
ernoon showed that the French Premier 
at least had not forgotten the world 
war. 


Allies Sometimes ‘‘ Separated.”’ 


During war, he said, even before the 
Mnited command, it was always easy in 
the face of the common danger to main- 
tain unity among the Allies, but since 
the armistice it was a different story. 
After sdying that the back wash of the 
war was revealed in two trends, one the 
extreme of nationalism and the other of 
bolshevism, ne declared: 

‘* France is certainly one of the nations 
least exposed to these sudden moye- 
ments. Vainly nations, some of them 
more tinged with imperialism than she, 
accuse her of-dreams. of domination. 
She covets no increase of her territory. 
She asks for no hegemony. She wishes 
to crush or humiliate no people. She 
asks only the execution of treaties and 
payment for her damages.’’ 

Here he took his first fling at Lloyd 
George, saying: 

“But her claims, on the success of 
which depends her safety, are not al- 
ways very well understood by her best 

‘friends. They nave on their side their 
own interests to serve. One moment 
they feel themselves less protected than 
‘we against Bolshevism, and they seek 
to avoid danger in a useless confer- 
_ence. Another moment they see their 
industry paralyzed and seek at all costs 
to restore their’ foreign markets. They 
go their way and we go ours, and so it 
happens that sometimes we are sepa- 
' pated.”’

' fn gto die as an aid to the prosperity 
(| of a friendly ally. 

‘** And what I do not understand,’’ he 
said, ‘‘ what France doesn’t under- 
| stand, is why for more than three years 
, in the Peace Treaty and subsequent 
agreements, accord among the Allies 
' had been so otfen at our expense.”’ 
| He added that France felt that little 
by little she was being denied the right 
! to have a‘ policy. Of all the Allies, he 
} said, France had paid the most for vic- 
; tory, had lost more sons, had had more 
' territory devastated and so was entitled 
| to more than half the reparations. How- 
) ever, in collecting from Germany France 
, had been subjected to majority rule with 
grave injustice to her. . 

‘* Great Britain, which certainly has 
only. friendly sentiments for’ us, does 
not realize very exactly the gravity of 
the financial situation and our interest 

| in\ being rapidly paid by Germany,” he 
, said. ‘‘ Britain appears to forget the 
great advances we have made for the 
‘account of our debtor and has made use 
} of dilatory measures toward Germany. 
} Heach time that in order to be paid we 
have proposed common constraint 
) Britain has held us. back in the vain 


| hope of succeeding better by talks and 
by softness. And what has happened? 
! What is happening every day?”’ 

‘The Premier then attacked the good 
faith of Germany. He denied Germany’s 
contention that reparation payments 
' had caused the disaster to the mark. In 
\ 1919, 1920 and 1921, he said, the unfavor- 
able foreign trade balance of France 
‘had been 28,000,000,000 francs greater 
} than that of Germany. Up to Jan. 1, 
this year, Germany had voluntarily paid 
‘fn reparations 1,000,000,000 marks cash 
and 3,000,000,000 in kind, or about 12,- 
000,000,000 paper francs. 

In 1919 and 1921, France had paid 
abroad 6,500,000,000 francs, and, count- 
ing all commercial and Government pay- 
ments, France had since the \war paid 
abroad 54,500,000,000 francs paper, while 
all of Germany’s payments abroad did 
not equal 32,000,000,000 paper francs. 

‘‘ The simple reading of these figures,"’ 
he said, ‘‘ shows that the fall of the mark 
was not due to the causes Germany al- 
leges. Jt was due to the unbridled issue 

, of Reichsbank notes and to exportations 
of capital.’’ 

'. He reviewed the enormous growth of 
German circulation. and pointed to 

aa s’3 restriction of circulation. . He 
told how France’s Government had pre- 
‘ yented| the export of capital so that it 
might be taxed, and continued: 

“To escape taxation, ‘to escape the

| Blindness, Eviction, Beggary 


From 2 Drinks of Bootleg Rum 


Three years. ago yesterday ‘Michael 
Kulik, of 48% Avenue C,; Bayonne, 
stopped on his way to a wedding and 
had two’ drinks in the saloon of 
Samuel Greenberg, Bayonne. He be- 
came ill at the wedding, awoke to 
find himself stone blind from wood 
alcohol. ; 

He sued Greenberg and won a ver- 
dict of $25,000, An appeal cut the 
verdict to -$15,000 and’ Kulik’s right 
to this was upheld. Blind though he 
was, he saw in that sum comfort for 
life for his wife. and three children 
in Poland. But Greenberg was de- 
clared a bankrupt. 

Kulik came before Recorder -Wil- 
liam J. Paine yesterday. He told 
his story simply—a little money, less 
money, no money, eviction, the char- 
ity of friends and beggarhood. His 
request that he be committed to the 
Hudson County Almshouse, Laurel 
Hill, N. J., was granted. -- 


Commission on Reparation should have 
declared Germany in default and invited 
the Allied Governments to act, but the 
instructions of ‘‘ certain Governments ”’ 
to their delegates had prevented such 
action. This had preserved the ietter of 
the treaty but not its spirit, he declared. 


Denounces British Debt Demand. 


The French Premier then criticised 
England because when Germany asked 
for a moratorium London at once ruled 
it should be granted and without con- 
sulting France, the most interested na- 
tion, 

“And at the same time, he con- 
tinued in a note courteous in form, 
“Great Britain recalled *that France 
was her debtor and that, collection of 
this debt depended primarily on the at- 
titude America, creditor of England, 


took toward her. We were much sur- 
prised that this reclamation was ad- 
dressed to us at the moment Germany 
announced she would cease paying, and 
when England supported that announce- 
ment. The coincidence was at least 
regrettable.’’ 

M. Poincaré mentioned that in May, 
1921, the total German debt had been 
fixed at 132,000,000,000 gold marks, 
which total he-called ‘‘ somewhat theo- 
retic,’’ since the periods and amounts 
of payment were not fixed. Then he 
summarized the debts to France of Italy, 
Belgium, Jugoslavia, Russia and other 
Allies, and then asked: 

‘‘ But is there the slightest relation 
between what Germany owes the Allies 
and what the Allies owe among them- 
selves? To confound these debts would 
be the most monstrous of iniquities. Ger- 
many has to repair the damage she did, 
and this reparation should come before 
all other settlements. 

“The interallied debts were all ‘con- 
tracted in the interest of the com- 
mon cause ‘and what they bought con- 
tributed to the victory of all. If Brit- 
ain wishes to be paid for what we 
bought in England during the war and 
at the same time retards payments of 
reparations, she must seem to drive us 
toward the.necessity of turning to those 
of our allies who owe us, ana thus. we 
might invite Serbia, Italy, Rumania and 
others to pay us what is asked of us 
and which we are not permitted to col- 
lect from: Germany. 

‘““We shalt never allow ourselves to 
be placed in such a position. We have 
no idea now of using our credit upon 
our allfes and it is Germany’s debt 
which we wish to.collect first. And 
until we do it is morally and materially 
impossible for-us to pay our English 
friends and they must. understand that 
we have. no. intention of harrassing our 
common. friends."’ : 

M. Potnearé then launched-the idea of 
a general conference of all the Allies 
to consider the question of the inter- 
allied debts. 

He next said that the Balfour note 
had prevented consideration in. London 
of the interallied debts. Therefore 
there seemed nothing to do but refuseja@ 
moratorium, Or to grant-it only if Ger- 
many. gave guarantees fpr future pay- 
ment, and he had draft a@ program of 
guarantees, including German State 
mines and forests: He told how Eng- 
land had opposed him, and he had 
stood firm, with the result of the fail- 
ure of the conference. 

‘That program remains today as yes- 
terday the program of France,”’ he de- 
clared. ‘‘ Come what may, she will not 
renounce it.’’ ,

Not Seeking to Crush Germany. 


He denied the German charges that 
France was trying to crush Germany 
and said: 


“Tf, contrary to our desires, we are 
forced to seize guarantees by ourselves, 
we shall not seek to appropriate them 
permanently. We shall guard them in 
the interest of all’ and until Germany 
shall have really consented to pay. 

‘““We recognize that the! best of guar- 
antees will not pay us very quickly. 
And so.'the day when Germany recog- 
nizes loyalty to her obligations and ful- 
fills them with good grace we will not 
refuse to examine with her the best 
means to assure prompt and regular 
execution of the treaty. 

‘‘ Whatever may be said by certain 
British publicists, we are neither Neros 
nor Bismarcks. We are honest people 
who were disturbed at their work, who 
were brutally attacked and whose native 
land was ravaged. We want to resume 
our daily work in peace. We are ready 
to help other nations to get on their 
feet, for we know that the world does 
not stop at our frontiers. And as fer- 
vent aS may be our national policy it 
is neither marrow nor. blind. It would 
be foolish if it did not seek to conciliate 
itself with a iarge and generous Euro- 
pean policy. | 

‘We ask no better than to remain the 
allies of our allies and friends of our 
friends. We ask no better than to re- 
sume pleasant and courteous relations 
with our enemies of yesterday. But we 
demand that our damages be repaired, 
and they will be repaired.’’ 


Councils Back Premier. 


PARIS,. Aug. 21.—The Department 
Councils at their opening sessions today 
throughout France with few exceptions 
adopted resolutions emphatically en- 
dorsing Premier Poincaré’s policy as 
representing the feeling of the country 
on reparationg. 

‘““The American attitude,” says. the 
Temps, commenting on Premier Poin- 
caré’s-speech, ‘‘is not the real obstacle, 
as the Balfour note would indicate. 

‘‘'That which prevents the French idea 
from becoming a reality, that which to- 


day interposes itself between crisis and 
solution—for which all et eg longs—is 
the military and political idea which 
certain persons have conceived at Lon- 
don. The British Government. does not 
wish to abandon her claim on France 
unless she obtains the diminution of the 
French Army and Nayy, which menace 
no one and are solely a guarantee of 
peace.”’

Declare -Rebels Contend 
Boland Was Murdered. 


GUERRILLA WAR ‘GOES* ON 


Free State Soldier Is Killed: in Am- 
bush, Four Wounded—Two Towns 
in South Are Taken. 


LONDON; Aug.'21' (Associated Press). 
—Americans who have recently arrived 
here from Dublin declare that the at- 
tempt to kill: Michael Collins, head of 
the Irish Pravisional Governinent, was 
forecast in Ireland and -was ‘planned, 
first, to secure the remaval of the sole 
remaining outstanding figure in that 
Government and thereby. weaken the 
Free State movement; and, second,-as a 
méasure of reprisal against the shoot- 
ing of, Harry J. Boland by Free State 
soldiers. a 

On the walls of Trinity College and 
other public buildings. is the inscription 
in white paint: “ Harry Boland Mur- 
dered,” while handbills pasted on tele- 
graph poles by the irregulars assert that 
Boland was shot by Free State troops 
when he was unarmed, after having 
been removed from his bed. The Provi- 
sional Government asserts that Boland 
was trying to escape when shot dowh.

the general political situation voiced the 
fear that Boland'’s death would lead to 
assassinations. Nightly fusillades and 


bombings have reduced the Dublin pop- | 


ulation to a state of terrorism. 

American travelers say that the Pro- 
visional Government's policy of releas- 
ing captured irregulars after exacting a 
promise of loyalty to the Free State has 
resulted in an increasing number of ir- 
regulars secretly assembling in Dublin, 
ready to continue the campaign of guer- 
rilla warfare, bombing and sniping. Un- 
der the existing terrorism there seems 
to be little idea of an early meeting of 
Parliament, which must act on the con- 
stitution, 

This governmental policy is based on 
the conviction that peace and order can 
best be established in Ireland by resort- 
ing to diplomacy rather than to harsh 
extermination in battle or the severe 
punishment of captured rebels. Some 
Irishmen are represented as feeling that 
such a policy can only perpetuate civil 
war for an indefinite period and rele- 
gate to the far future the setting up of 
a Free State Government, which now 
merely exists as a paper possibility. 


Active in Dublin. 


The criminal element of the country— 
gunmen as they are termed in Dublin— 
are taking adyantage of the disturbed 
conditions and numerous persons have 
informed the Americans that they have 
been held up in the streets and robbed 
of their valuables. The railroad sta- 
tions, public buildings and the Shel- 
burne Hotel, the sole remaining hos- 
telry of importance, are constantly 
guarded by troops with drawn weapons 
to meet isolated attacks from irregu- 
lars, who lurk about the city in civillan 
clothes and do not hesitate to shoot 
down soldiers of Ahe Provisional Army. 

The Americans added that their talks 
With the average citizen, including por- 
ters, cab drivers and workmen, brought 
forth the agsurance that 35 to 90 per 
cent, of the ople of Ireland were 
solidly behind the Free State movement. 

Eamon de Valera was credited by them 
with the ambition to maintain disorder, 
so as to oblige British military interven- 
tion. He was represented as hoping, by 
securing such intervention, to force 
eventually a new more advan- 
tageous to Ireland. 

The Americans said they were amazed 
at the strength of the Republican move- 
ment in Ireland; even those supporting 
the Free State openly admit that it 
would be only the first step toward an 
out-and-out republic, which it is hoped 
will be attained by constitutional means 
after some years of Free State opera- 
tion. These men argue that it is stupid 
to rejeet the Free State or make its 
operation impossible. They Insist, on 
the contrary,. that Ireland can best be 
served by organizing a sound and or- 
derly Government, and gradually lead 
up to a form of Government more satis- 
factory to the masses of the people—a 
republic—in perhaps twenty or thirty 
years by peaceful means, to which Eng- 
iand might be able to find no obpec- 
tion.

Rebels Resort to Ambushes. 


DUBLIN, Aug. 21 (Associated Press), 
—Ambushes of National troops by large 


bands of irregulars are reported from | 


different parts of the country, indicat- 
ing the abandonment to some extent at 
least of the plan of organized resistance 
in favor of a guerrilla campaign. These 
bands are well armed. 

One Free State soldier was killed at 
Blessington and four were wounded near 
Enniscorthy in ambushes. 

A large number of irregulars recently 
taken prisoner have escaped from Stran- 
olar Prison, in County Donegal, by tun- 
neling-a passageway to the rear of the 
Court House. 

National Army forces have captured 
Bandon and Dunmanway, two of the 
few remaining rebel strongholds in 
South Ireland, ard the irregulars are 
hastily retreating. 

{Bandon is fifteen miles southwest of 
Gork, and Dunmanway is the same 
distance west of Bandon.] 

The advice said to have been given 
by Eamon :de Valera to the irregulars, 
that they were free.to return to their 
homes when they thought fit, seems to 
have had its effect, as’ many have 
already resumed civil life.

BELFAST, Aug. ~21.—Republicans on 
Sunday night attacked the London and 
Northwestern Hotel at Greenore, County 
Louth, with* machine guns.

Rich in Resources and Stable 
in Government.

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PARIS, Aug. 21.—A railroad from 
Belgrade to the Adriatic, soon to be 
built from the proceeds of the recent 
American loan, is expected to sclve the 
bitterest after-the-war problem of. Jugo- 
slavia. and eliminate the Fiume con- 
troversy between that country and Italy. 
Lupton A. Wilkinson of New York, who 
arrived in Paris today after an exten- 
sive tour in Jugoslavia, made this state- 
ment on the authority of Premier 
Pashitch. 

The Premier said, aceording to Mr. 
Wilkinson, that the reduction of Jugo- 
Slavia’s expenditure for the army and 
her energy directed toward the difficult 
task of providing the sea outlet denied 
her at Versailles constituted prima facfe 
evidence of her peaceful intentions. 

‘‘Americans should wipe out from 
their minds,’’ said Mr. Wilkinson, “ as 
the French and English already have, 
the picture of gld Serbia, poor and con- 
stantly threatened. The new nation is 
comparable in size to Italy and rich in 
resources. Besides possessing great sur- 
pluses of agricultural products and for- 
est wealth, the country has been found 
by American engineers to contain great 
mineral resources. Jugoslavia has less 
per capita debt and less per capita 
paper money than any other Euroean 
nation. There is a shortage of labor. 
Eight hundred new buildings have been 
erécted in Belgrade and more than 2,000 
completely renovated during the past 
year. 

‘‘ The stories circulated in America to 


the effect that trouble impends in Mon- 
tenegro are propaganda. In Cettinje 
the people refuse to believe that such 
statements are made seriously. The 
population seemed a unit in its enthu- 
siasm for Serb unior. 

‘‘The new railroad to the Adriatic 
will bisect Montenegro’s forests and 
mineral lands, and the region will be 
economically self-supporting for the 
first time In its history. 

‘The strength of the Croatian sep- 
aratist minority under Raditch has 
been exaggerated. He is simply the 
Tom Watson of Jugosiavia. He takes 
an active part in the Belgrade Parlia- 
ment, and his sallies are received good- 
naturedly in a country where the freeest 
political expression is encouraged. 

‘‘ French and English capital is active 
in anticipation of the widespread devel- 
opment and progress incident to the 
proposed railroad.’’ 


ALLIED EXPERTS IN BERLIN 


Reparation Envoys Begin Discus- 


sions With German Officials. 

BERLIN, Aug. 21 (Associated Press). 
—A brief informal conference today be- 
tween Sir John Bradbury, British mem- 
per of the Reparation Commission; 
Eugene Mauclére, Chairman of the Al- 
lied Committee on Guarantees; Dr. An- 
dreas Hermes, German Minister of Fi- 
nance, and Dr. Karl Bergmann, Under 
Secretary of State for the German 
Treasury, marked the beginning of the 
discussions between the delegates of the 
Allies and German officials on the ques- 


tion of German finances. 

Later, Dr. Wirth, the Chancellor, sum- 
moned the departmental heads of the 
Ministries of Finance afid of Economics 
to the Treasury Department. 

Neither the alll representatives nor 
German official quarters would discuss 
the results of the preliminary meetin 
or indicate the nature of the mission o 
Sir John Bradbury and M. Mauclére. 

A section of the press assumes that 
both are in Berlin as- representatives 
not only of the Reparation Commission 
and the Guarantees Committee, but also 
as thoroughly accredited emissaries of 
their Governments, and that they are 
equipped with substantial credentials, 
although the assumption remains that 
ultimate decisions on their visit will be 
forthcoming from Paris. 

’ ‘The Tageblatt, recalling the previous 
visit of the Reparation Commission, 
calls attention to the fact that the dollar 
rate was then 250 marks, whereas the 
present deliberations occur at a time 
when the dollar is quoted at 1,200 marks. 

Some editors profess to see in the ar- 
rival here of the Austrian Chancellor, 
Ignaz Seipel, at the same time as the 
reparation emissaries anything but an 
auspicious omen, believing the synchron- 
izing of the visits is not calculated to 
stimulate optimism 

In parliamentary circles curiosity is 
being expressed as to whether Sir John 
Bradbury and M, Mauclére are in full 
accord in view of the deadlock of the re- 
cent London conference.

ests, self-government for the provinces 
to replace the Tuchun, or military gov- 
ernorship system, and the conversion of 


the independent provincial armies into}

Three factional delegations today vis- 
ited Sun and pledged their support. Rep- 
resentatives of twenty-seven labor or- 
ganizations of Shanghai gave like assur- 
ances to the deposed Southern chieftain. 
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SHANGHAI, Aug. 21.—More than 100 
Southern parliamentarians who have 
been holding out against Peking are de- 
parting for the capital to join their 
fellows there and are expected to pro- 
vide a quorum necessary for the elec- 
tion of a permanent President and the 
promulgation of a Constitution. 

The break between the President and 
! General Wu Pei-fu is constantly widen- 
ing over the division of patronage and 
a profound difference regarding 
Constitution. General Wu desires a 
strong centralization of Government in 
Peking, while the President, with the 
backing of the Cantonese and General 
Chang, desires a loose confederacy or a 
semi-independent province. 

General Chang's recent employment of 
Japanese and Russian-military instruc- 
tors presages another attempt to dumi- 
nate Peking against General Wu. 

Meanwhile, the financial situation’ is 
worse, and many leaders predict na- 
tional bankruptcy, with general rebel- 
lions of the unpaid troops or some form 
of international financial control that 
would permit the peaceful disbandment 
of troops and their employment on na- 
tional projects. 


CHANG THREATENS BRITISH. 


Says He Won't Protect Them if They 
Don't Alter Manchurian Policy. 


PEKING, Aug. 21 (Associated Press). 
—Alarm is felt by British subjects 
throughout Manchuria over the threat 
of Chang Tso-in, Governor of the Prov- 
ince, to withhold his protection of Brit- 
ish lives and property in reprisal for 
what he calls British contempt of his 
authority.:Chang declares that the Man- 
churians are .contemplating a boycott 
of British business and says he will not 
be responsible for action by the people 
if the present methods of British sub- 
jects in Manchuria continue. 

On Aug. 12 Chang invited several 
American and British merchants to hig 
headquarters in Mukden. There, in the 
presence of the Americans, he bitterly 
attacked the Britons, making specific 
charges against them. 

He declared that'in war between him- 
self and Wu Pei-fu, the northern mili- 
tary leader who defeated Chang and re- 
vived the old Republican Parliament, 
Manchurian soldiers were killed by. 
bombs hurled by British airplanes. 

Chang charged that the British have 
been opposing his seizure of the railroad 
extending from Shan Hai-kuan to Muk- 
den, whereas they had not protested 
against the capture of Peking by Wu 
Pei-fu nor the seizure of the Hankow 
railroad by him. 

He asserted that the British were op- 
posing the seizure of the salt revenues of 


Manchuria, thus discriminating in favor 
of other Tuchuns who hold revenues. 
Chang declares: that if the. British 
methods do not change ‘‘ the negative 
form of opposition will become a positive 
one, and the physical forces of several 
millions of people will combine and en- 
ter into the struggle.”’

“SBCRET OF GLIDERS 


New Machines Are Monoplanes, 
but.Construction Is Not 
Revealed. 


THEIR WINGS ARE MOVABLE |

Levers Enable Pilots to Ascend or 


Descend—Steering Apparatus 
Very Light. 
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BERLIN, Aug. 21.—What the specta- 
tors witnessed in the Rhén Mountains 
last: Thursday and Saturday was much 
more than mere gliding from mountain- 
top to valley. The student Martens and 
the engineer’ Hentzen actually sailed 
through the air with a mastery that 
seemed eabsolutely unachievable only a 
year ago, when the last motorless flying 
competition took place inthe same re- 
gion. 

Martens and Hentzen declared yester- 
day that they might have continued 
their flights if there had been a ques- 
tion of necessity, and that they landed 
only because the handling of their ma- 
chines became somewhat more difficult 
as the afr became more nearly still. 

Both the victorious machines, Mar- 
tens’s Vampire and Hentzen’s Greif, 
were built at the expense of a group of 
students at the Hanover Technical High 
School interested in the science of aeriar 
navigation and of the Hanover Society 
for Aerial Navigation. They embody 
the. result of wide experience, unceas- 
ing study and experiments gathered un- 
der the leadership of Professor Bria} 
and. put to practical use by the con- 
structing engineers of the Hanover 
railway car factory under the supervl- 
sion of Hentzen. 

Hentzen’s machine, the Greif, his 
latest creation, may be described as a 
monoplane, a fusilage of wood occupy- 
ing the center between the two wings, 
with which it is connected by a number 
of levers that enable the pilot to make 
his machine ascend or drop, the wings 
being movable. These consist of stout 
linen of light weight stretched over 
wooden frames. The span of both wings, 
inclusive of the fusilage, measures not 
quite twelve yards. The area of both 
wings is about fifteen square vards. 

The steering apparatus, very much like 
that of an ordinary airplane, but much 
lighter in weight, extends behind from 
two rods about-three meters long. The 
other details of construction are kept 
strictly secret. 

Marten’s Vampire is a little heavier 
than Hentzen's Greif. Professor Brial 
of the Hanover Technical. High School 
told me that the flights of Martens and 
Hentzen had proved conclusively that 
Sailing through the air without motors 
was possible if the atmospheric condi- 


tions permitted it, which in Germany 
they did at least on 200 days of ‘the 
year. : 

“This splendid effort,’’ said Professor 
Brial,-‘‘ will do much to make motorless 
flying still more popular in g;ermany, 
though nearly all the technical high 
schools are already taking a deep in- 
terest in it. The work done by the aerial 
navigation-@roup of the ‘technical high 
| school. of Darmstadt, for instance, is 
| very’ remarkable; also that of the Tech- 
i nical High School of Charlottenburg. 

‘‘Hentzen’s récord will not remain 
without influence upon the construction 
of the motor-driven airplane. The Treaty 
| of Versailles confined us to constructing 
machinés only of very small motor 
power. 

‘“*T believe that in Germany we shall 
soon see fiying machines moving with- 
j out tor power in suitable weather, 
| while prelvins on small motors when 
| there no supporting wind. Thus will 
ibe created an entirely new and much 
|cheaper type of airplanes than is now 
j@m existence.’’

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CONSTANTINOPLE, Aug. 21.—De-/;

Office and the Moscow 
Government, the’ presence of secret mili- 
tary and economic clauses in the Ra- 
pallo Treaty no longer can be doubted. 
I have received from highly authori- 
tative sources the. ‘proceedings at re- 
cent discussions of the economic sec- 
tions with their relation to the military 
sections, which make. a definite mili- 
tary alliance,-even. though it did not 
exist, inevitable. They are embodied 
in a report from Karl Radek. 

The réport is contained in a docu- 
ment circulated to the political depart- 
ments of the Soviet Foreign Office, 
marked special and confidential. Only 
the third section of M. Radek’s dis- 
course is given by the Bolshevist po- 
litical agents. It deals exclusively with 
concessions from Russia in the Cau- 
casus. Five concessions to five groups, 
three of which involve colonization of 
the territories included by German re- 
servists—a scheme similar to the Eng- 
lish plans for the colonization of Irak 
with the Indian army reservists—are in- 
dicated. They are: 

First—A fifteen-year lease to German 
land banks of the sugar beet territories 
in the Ukraine around Kharkov and 
Kiev. A German: syndicate agrees to 
bring’ in two years the production of 
sugar to the maximum reached in Jan- 
uary, 1915. To this end the Russian 
Government permits the reservation of 
territories by 25,000 German reservists. 
Forty per cent. of the products go to 
the banks, 40° pér cent. to the Soviets 
for export and 20 per cent. are re- 


served for sale to the population and 
for the needs of the army. 


Second—The Donetz coal basin.is to 
be let_to the Stinnes financial group for 
a period. of fifteen years, exploitation 
being under direct control of the Ger- 
man General Staff Councii. The Rus- 
sians conceded the right to the Germans 
to bring’ a labor army of 5,000 qualified 
workers. Owirg to the unsatisfactory 
condition of the mines no production 
limit is fixed. Fifty per cent. of the 
coal goes to the Government and the 
rest to the concéssionaires. 

Third—Colonization of Kuban by a 


treaty by 1,000 German reservists, with 
the right reserved to these colonists to 
dispose of all concessions in the Maikop 
petroleum fields. 

Fourth — Colonization of the Terek 
district with 15,000 German reservists 
as concessionaires with 25 per cent. of 
the Grohni, oil wells granted to the 
Krupp interests and the balance remain- 
ing in-the hands of M. Krassin for 
disposal in other quarters. 

M. Radek’s report on _ concessions 
| begins: ‘‘ We now turn to the most 
These additions 
to the treaty are recompense for Ger- 
many’s vast military and economic aid, 
which we already begin to receive. 

‘“‘The German Committee of Military 
Experts insist on a condition that con- 
cessions in Southeast Russia should be 
allowed German manufacturers and 
financiers, and that colonization should 
begin of lands which are to play the 
réle of raising food to supply the terri- 
tories in the event of a lasting cam- 
paign.”’ 

The report then enumerates the con- 
cessions. It explains the invitation to the 
Stinnesegroup to take part in them.

The Rise in the Stock Market. 

The great strength on the Stock Ex- 
change yesterday, with nearly a‘million 
shares changing hands as against an av~ 
erage of barely 600,000 for the five-rour 
days of the past four weeks, called forth 
a. variety of explanations. Naturally, 
the prevalent theory was that. the 
day’s movement, reflected conviction 
that the bfotherhoods’ public. repudia- 
tion of the idea of a sympathetic strike 
meant the early and certain termination 
of the shopmen's strike. This conclusion 
was in fact generally taken for granted, 
and rendered the market indisposed to 
wait for Wednesday’s réport of the 
brotherhood as ‘‘ mediators.’’ ‘The vio- 
lence of the rise in the railway shares 
took Wall Street much by surprise, how- 
ever. There was a disposition to’ ascribe 
this to the easy money market, to be- 
lief in the probability of its continuance 


through the Autumn an@ to inferences 
as to the support which a market would 
obtain from such conditions, granted re- 
moval of the grave apprehensions lately 
created by the strike. As to whether the 
day’s market was making full allow- 
ance for the difficulties over fuel su 
plies which will exist even with an ear y 
resumption of coal production, less was 
said. It was noticeable that stocks of 
large manufacturing companies did not 
rise enthusiastically.

Movement of Railway Shares. 


Gains of 1 to 3 points or more were 
scored yesterday in the stocks of trans- 
portation issues, with the Northwestern 
rails, such as St. Paul common and pre- 
ferred, Great Northern preferred, North- 
ern Pacific and Chicago & Northwest- 
ern showing the largest advances. In a 
measure, the strength in these stocks 
was attributed to the fact that during 
the recent period of depression in tke 
agricultural belt these roads, which de- 
pend upon the’ ergps for the greater 
share of their prosperity, ‘suffered more 
than did the roads in other sections of 
the country. With.the recuperation of 
the West as a result of favorable crops 


‘and improved business conditions, and 


with the strike settled, increased traffic 
is expected, But otrer railway shares, 
notably Reading, Union Paeific, Cana- 
djan Pacific, scored. good gains. The 
fact that many transactions were in 
hundred share lots gave some evidence 
in Wall Street’s view, that the public 
was becoming interested in the market. 
But relief from fear of a sympathetic 
railway strike was admittedly the main 
ibasis of the day’s movement.

UPTURN FOR WHEAT 
ON EXPORT DEMAND 


Reagtion From Recent Lows 
Seen in Rally Here in Face of 
Decline at Liverpool. 


Special to The New York Timea. 

CHICAGO, Aug. 21.—An end to the 
radical ‘break in grain prices is seen 
by some. members of the trade as the 
result of the action of the markets ral- 
lying strongly in the face of a collapse 
in wheat futures in Liverpool. Prices 
there were off relatively four to five 
eents per bushel, due to heavy selling 
by the Continent. 

Prices here opened 1 to 1% lower, with 
September down to 97% and December to 
new: low figures for the season. Houses 
with seaboard connections and shorts 
took the buying side freely, with a 
large number of resting orders at $1 
for December wheat and absorbed the 
surplus in the market; and, while there 
were numerous reactions, at no time was 
there any great pressure and the close 
was at the top, with gains of 1%@1% 
cent after a range of 2%@3% cents for 
the day. 

A rally in wheat was due anyhow, on 
the technical position alone, as the 


market has been acting over sold. Stop 
loss orders were not numerous on the 
opening, when the lowest prices were 
made. There was little in the néws that 
attracted attention, aside from a revival 
in the export demand and sales of over 
1,000,000 bushel claimed at the seaboard 
While local handlers sold 710,000 bushels 
to exporters, partly at 5% cents over 
Chicago, September, c. i. f. Buffalo. 

Premiums on spot were unchanged, 
with No. 2 hard 2%@3 cents over Sep- 
tember. . 

Liverpool September wheat closed to- 
day around $1,.18%, or 18 cents over 
Chicago, compared with 31 cents over 
én Aug. 8, since which date there has 
been a persistent decline, with scarcely 
a rally of consequence. 

An increase of 1,384,000 bushels in the 
visible supply made the total 27,990,600 
bushels, against 26,586,000 a week ago 
and 38,452,000 last year. 

Thrashing is making rapid progress in 
the Northwest, with many farmers sell- 
ing as fast as they can. 

Irreparable damage is claimed in parts 
of the corn belt, and, with short cover- 
ing, prices moved up quickly after an 
early break and closed %@% cents 
higher. : 

Crop Expert Le Count, in a report 
fron. Webster, S.  D. said  pros- 
pects were for a yield on only 25 per 
cent. of a crop. 

Sentiment has been undergoing a 
gradual change of late, and many trad- 
ers are more friendly to the buying 
side, although, if rajns fall overnight in 
tlhe sections that are sending the most 
complaints, an easier market tomorrow 
would not be very surprising. 

The visible supply statement showed 
a. decrease of 2,319,000 bushels to §&,. 
115,000 bushels against 10,434,000 bushels 
the previous week and 9,909,000 bushels 
last year. 

Oats finished %4@% cents higher. 

Primary artivals of wheat today were 
2,424,000 bushels: week ago, 3,178,000; 
last year, 2,966,000. Shipments were 
2,264,000 bushels: week ago, 3,040,000; 
last year, 2,262,000.

WELL PATRONIZED 


Municipally Supervised Carriers 
Link College Point Ferry 
With Corona Elevated. 


BROOKLYN BUSES FACE TEST 


Harman Studies Whether Fifteen 
Manhattan Transit Cars Have 
_ Right to Operate. 


The Department of Plant and Struc- 
tures started a new municipally super- 
vised bus line yesterday from the mu- 
nicipal ferry terminal at College Point 
to the Alburtis Avenue terminal of the 
Corona elevated line. The new line was 
heavily patronized all day. Its route 
does not directly parallel any trolley 
line. 

After a delay of five years by .the 
New York and’ Queens Count Railway 
Company in relocating its *tracks on 
Jackson Avenue to permit regrading, 
some action was indicated yesterday 
when Arthur C. Peacock of counsel for 
the company informed Borough Presi- 
dent Maurice BE. Connolly that the com- 
pany would bring its tracks to the new 
grade, 

This promise followed the appearance 
of an advertisement in The City Record, 
authorized by the Board of Estimate, 
calling tor bids for regrading that part 
of Jackson Avenue. Mr. Connolly said 
that if the company applied for the re- 
location of its tracks a permit would be 
granted and that if it did not the work 
of regrading would proceed and that a 
municipal bus line would be established 
if the operation of tne trolley line were 
interrupted. * 

While Park Commissioner John N., 
Harman is looking up the regulations of 
his Gepartment, insofar as they may ap- 
ply to the operation of a bus line on a 
park thoroughfare, the string of fourteen 
buses which began a thriving business 
last Saturday afternoon through the 
Mast New York and Brownsville sec- 
tions of Brooklyn continued all day 
Sunday and yesterday to gather in 
nickels at a rate that surprised both the 
Manhattan Transit Company, which is 
operating the bus line, and other sup- 
porters of the project. 

Developments were expected yesterday 
fn view of the fact that the pus line was 
operating apparently in the face of an 
injunction_issued a month ago by Su- 
preme Court Justice James C. Cropsey, 
restraining the city from operating 
buses in that”section. There was no 
move from any source to interfere with 
the operation of the new bus line and 
none was expected, according to John 
T. Hoadley, Prestdent of the Manhat- 
tan Transit Company. 

The only issue affecting the bus line 
came up in the Gates Avenue Police 
Court before Magistrate O’Neill when 
William Cooper of 24 Amboy Street, 
Brooklyn, appeared to answer a charge 
of violating a city ordinance tn-operat-

CANADA’S CROP OUTLOOK. 


Heavy Rains Point to Promising 
Harvests This Fall. 


The signs are for a good crop this 
Fall, says the monthly review of Indus- 
trial and Agricultural Progress _ in 
Caada by the Canadian Pacific Ralil- 
way. The Prairie Provinces have had 
heavy general rains, and almost exces- 
alive moisture in the East has assured a 


bounteous hay crop, while the fruit crops 
in the Okanagan, Niagara and An- 
napolis Valleys are reported most 
promising. Livestock, with ample pas- 
turage, has improved. 

“The Canadian paper and pulp in- 
dustry is not affected by the emergency 
tariff,’’ continues the reylew. ‘‘ Owing 
to the strong demand for its products 
from the United States, it is resuming 
much of its old-time activity. In May, 
for example, 50 per cent. of our exports 
to the republic were in the form of 
wood, pulp and paper. It is understood 
that American publishing interests not 
having received from certain European 
countries the satisfactory supplies of 
paper they had expected, have turned 
again to Canada. 

‘Thus it is found that of 78,031 tons 
of paper imported into the United States 
in the early Spring, 73,119 tons were 
from Canada; the figures for unbleached 
sulphate and ground pulp show much the 
same proportion. Exports of newsprint 
to all countries for the twelve months 
ending with May were 16,050,000 hun- 
dredweights, or 1,046,000 hundredweights 
more than in the preceding period. 

“As foreign capitalists are heavily 
interested in Canadian mining ventures, 
.it will-be. of interest to know that the 
Dominfion’s total gold production to the 
middle of the present year is $488,000,- 
000; silver, $265,292,000; copper, $270,- 
529,000, Aickel, $173,478,000; lead, $54)- 
000,000; and zinc, $20,000,000. <A total 
production in these metals of $1,270,000,- 
006 for a young country the southern 
fringe only of whose mineral resources 
has been touched, gives a fair indication 
of what lies before it. 

“It is these known resources, added 
to our vast forest areas, agricultural 
end most extensive water-power re- 
sources, that undoubtedly make of 
Canada one of the most promising fields 
of industry. But though extremely valu- 
able, they might prove of little worth to 
the present generation of Canadians 
were it not that they Iie next to the 
wealthiest, and the most prosperous 
country, the United States, which has 
the money to develop them and which, 
year by year, is taking an increasing 
interest in Canadian investment and de- 
velopment.”’ 


Better Trade Balance In Japan.

Newsprint in Demand, Says Amer- 
ican Consul. 


The fact that virtually -all the paper 
used in Hungary must be imported 
should be noted by American manufac- 
turers, states Digby Willson, the Ameri- 
can Consul in Budapest. ‘The principal 
part of the paper industry of Hungary 
was lost as a result of the division of 
territory in accordance with the Peace 
Treaty. The only products produced in 
Hungary at present are a poor quality 
of cardboard and a fine quality of bond 
paper, virtually all of which is consumed 
by the Government with none available 
for the general public, he adds. 

* As only six metric tons of pulp were 
imported in 1920, the importation of 311 
tons in 1921 probably reflects an in- 
creased activity of the two local paper 
plants,” continues Mr. Willson. ‘‘ The 
recent establishment of a new plant at 
Gyor will undoubtedly cause a further 
increase in the importation of pulp, al- 
though it is reported that production 
will not be important for some time to 
come. / 

A recent investigation has demon- 
strated that Austria is the only Euro- 
pean country from which Hungary can 
afford to buy paper at present. Czecho- 
slovak paper is too expensive, while the 
German, Rumanian, and Italian output 
is reported to have been bought up by 
the American paper importers. - Hereto- 
fore the publishing houses in Budapest 
have not been interested in importing 
saper from the United States, because 
ig high prices prevailing, but the 
local trade now expresses a willingness 
to be placed in direct touch with Amer- 
ican products. This would avoid the 
necessity of buying through the medium 
of Hamburg or other European agents, 
as is now done by many American firms 
exporting to Europe. 

“Prices should be quoted as low as 
possible in an endeavor to compete with 
Austrian, German and Czechoslovak 
merchants, who sell on spot delivery 
through consignments to local banks, 
with short-term credits to new pur- 
ehasers and from one to three months 
credit to old and reliable concerns. All 
quotations should be in American dol- 
lars, c.i.f. Budapest, if possible; other- 
wise Hamburg, Rotterdam or Trieste. 

‘*Samples should always accompany 
quotations, as the local merchants are 
extremely skeptical of ordering by cata- 
logue only. In this connection it is im- 
portant to note that the larger importers 
regard the Trieste route as the more 
convenient. When quoting prices on 
newsprint paper, the fact that Hun- 
garian newspapers measure 11%4 inches 
(double) x1644 inches should be taken 
into account. 

me The present market is favorable for 
the Importation of newsprint and very 
fine quality bond paper for document 
work and private correspondence, but 
the prices must be sufficiently low to 
permit competition with the other for- 
eign paper on this market. 


COAL SHIPS CHARTERED. 


American Vessels Being Used_ to 
Bring English Fuel Here. 


America’s ships are meeting the coal 
strike emergency by rushing half a mil- 
lion tons of British fuel for the great 
utilities companies—gas, electric and 
traction—at the moment most needed. 
More than fifty Government-owned ves- 
sels have been chartered for this trade, 
says a recent statement issued by the 
National Merchant Marine Association, 
and if the demand grows more ships 
will be ready to meet it. Putting these 
ships into service not only gives a profit 
to the Government, but gives employ- 
ment to hundreds of skilled workmen 
ashore and many hundreds of American 
officers and seamen long out of work 
due to world trade depression. 

J. Barstow Smull, President of the 
Emergency Corporation, had the power 
to charter vessels for the import coal 
trade. That word was spread among 
the shipping men in New York, and 
when Mr. Smull arrived here the place 
was crowded with ship brokers. Let Mr. 

mull tell the rest: 

. “The place was bedlam. Every one 
in New York wanted a ship to bring in 
coal. We let two or three go at 78: 
held off a bit, and let some others £0 
at 7s. 6d. Then some went at &s., and 
even 8s. 6d., but the net result was we 
signed up enough charters to bring over 
practically aJjl the 500,000 tons in a 
month the President has requested. 

“That isn’t all, by any means. The 
rush to get Shipping Board ships to 
bring in coal spread, and before the 
week ended there were thirty or forty 
British ships rushed into this special 
trade, so that, instead of only 500,000 
tons coming in, there will be nearer a 
million tons with 
enough to help a grea 
mines are a teem ag 
serves are built up. . 

““It was lively while it lasted, and it 
shows just why we need our own ships. 
Before we started there was no move-~ 
ment to bring in British coal to meet the 
emergency, except a few scattering, 
small cargoes of speculators. : 

The rush to charter coal ships is prov- 
ing just as stimulating to the American 
merchant marine as was the shipment 
of the Russian relief grain. It will be 
remembered that Congress provided that 
the grain bought with public funds and 
sent to the starving Russians be car- 
ried in American bottoms. That clause 
in the appropriation meant work for 
hundreds of American seamen in dozens 
of American ships at a time of world 
trade depression, with thousands of sea- 
faring men “on the beach.’ 

The idle fleet from which the vessels 
are drawn has been kept up so well that 
practically every emergency coal ship 
will be on its way before the end of 
the month. At least forty men, all told, 
will be required to man each of the 
fifty-odd ships, so that more than 2,000 
will find immediate employment. The 
wage scales per ship average about 
$3,000 a month, so that more than $150,- 
000 will be distributed among American 
seafarers if the coal ships make only 
one round trip. 

The only limitation of the amount of 
coal that could be brought from Great 
Britain to meet the American emergency 
is the loading machinery or tipples on 
the other side. This machinery_ran 
down terribly duri the World War, 
so it is doubtful if Great Britain could 
handle more than 2,000,000 tons a month 
over and above its regular coal trade, 
which, of course, would not be sacrificed 
for the temporary needs of the American 
market.

fleet was amply able to supply as many 
vessels for the coal trade as the occa- 
sion demanded, and up to Great Brit-

‘HIGH SURTAX CLOGS 


TRADE, SAYS EXPERT 


Delays Return to Normal and 
Brings In Le$s Money, As- 
serts M. L. Seidman. 


MANY WAYS TO EVADE IT 


Result Is, He Declares, That Those 
Who Earn Tenth of Wealth Pay 
Nine-Tenths of Taxes.

Excessive surtax rates in Federal in- 
come taxation not only “clog the road 
to the return of normal business condi- 
tions,’’ but also, in the case of indi- 
viduals with large incomes, result in 
smaller collections by the Government 
than if the tax rates were lower, ac- 
cording to M. L. Seidman, a _ tax 
authority of this city. Mr. Seidman is 
Chairman of the Tax Committee of the 
Committee of American Business Men, 
which made public yesterday the first 
of a series of his articles on taxation. 

“Telltale statistics” of the collection 
of income taxes show, according to Mr. 
Seidman, that only a little more than 
10 per cent. of the national income is 
earned by those whose incomes exceed 
$5,000. “It may be,” he continues, 
“that this fact is generally known with- 
out reference to statistics; but I doubt 
whether it is generally known that the 
group that receives 90 per cent. of the 
income of this country pays only 10 per 


— of the tax, and that the smaller 
roup, composed of those who receive 
but one-tenth of the total income, has 
been paying approximately 90 per cent. 
of the total income tax collected.” 

Admitting that the man with a million- 
4ollar income can certainly afford to 
give up a greater proportion of his in- 
come in the form of taxes than the man 
who earns $1,000 a year, Mr. Seidman 
adds that a graduated scale of surtaxes 
is just. 


Surtaxes Carried Too Far. 


“The difficulty with our surtaxes,” 
his article continues, ‘‘has been and 
still is that they have been carried be- 
yond practical limits, to the point where 
they have defeated ‘their very purpose. 
They were originally enacted under the 
stress of war and upon an explodey 
theory of equitable distribution rather 
than upon sound business 
tions. 

**¥rom 1918 to 1921 an individual tax- 
payer with an income above $100,000 


paid 56 per cent. of that income in taxes 
to the Government. A man with a tax-

and he who had an income of $1,000,000 
or. over had to give up 73 per cent. to 
the Government.

or more, 

“The determination of these rates 
was neither jn ord with the recom- 
mendations and judgment of the respon- 
sible leaders of the Government nor did 
it represent the views of either of the 
two great political parties, Both Presi- 
dent Wilson and President Harding, as 
well as Secretary Houston and Mellon, 
have consistently advocated material re- 
ductions in our surtax rates; but their 
opinions, together with those of the best 
economic and tax minds of the country, 
have been’disregarded, with the result 
that these burdensome rates now clog 
the road to the return of normal bubi- 
ness conditions. 

‘* We have extended the theory of the 
graduated rate to the point where lead- 
ing economists agree that the higher 
rates are almost entirely unproductive. 
It is sincerely believed that the United 
States. Treasury fvould collect far more 
taxes from individuals with large in- 
comes if the surtax rates were lower. 
The reason for this anomalous condition 
is founded in human psychology. 


A Tax on Ingenuity. 


“Tf a 73 per cent. tax is imposed upon 
an individual whose.income is in excess 
of a certain amount, it is but ‘natural 
that he will do all be can to keep his 
taxable income below that amount 
through every means permissible. The 
tax then becomes a tax upon the inge- 
nuity of the taxpayer to find lawful 
means of escaping it, rather than a tax 
upon his income. 

“That this has-actually happened ‘is 


borne out very emphatically by statis- 
tics, for from 1916 to 1918, the first 
years in which high surtaxes ‘were im- 
posed, the number of taxable incomes 
over $300,000 fell off 53 per. cent. Yet 
there must have been just as many large 
incomes in 1918 as in 1916. In fact, 
we can safely say that in view of the 
active business conditions in 1918, the 
larger incomes increased very mate- 
rially. The decrease must, therefore, 
have been in taxable income reported 
and not in actual income. 
‘Tax-exempt securities in one form 
or another have been recognized as one 
of the main avenues of direct avoidance 
of the high surtaxes. Bonds and other 
tax-free securities, aggregating billions 
of dollars, are today outstanding, sup- 
plying a fertile field in which wealthy 
taxpayers: may invest with no fear of 
taxation. Then again, under the 1921 
Revenue act, people may organize their 
own investment corporation to hold their 
investments and get off with nothing 
more serious than a 12% per cent. cor- 
poration tax, if the corporation’s in- 
come is not distributed in dividends. 
“Tt must also be true that many 
transactions, where the individuals af- 
fected would gladly pay a moderate and 
reasonable tax, are now being deferred 
because of the severe tax payments their 
consummation would entail. There is no 
doubt that many transactions are being 
completed in an artificial, roundabout, 
unsatisfactory manner, with the pri-

Shoe Predictions Coming True. 

Predictions made in the local trade 
somte time ago that the coming Fall 
would see a considerable increase In the 
demand for men’s high shoes, as com- 
pared with oxfords, as well for black 
shoes, compared with tan ones, are in @ 
fair way of being borne out by the first 


batch of repeat orders for the finer 
grades of this footwear that has reached 
this market. The orders in question were 
received from several Southern points, 
and not one of them called for a single 
pair of oxfords. The division between 
blacks and tans was about 50-50, which 
represents no small gain for the former 
shade in compaarison with previous 
seasons. Local buying of high-grade 
shoes is improving steadily, and stores 
which had temporarily put the clamps 
on purchasing are gradually taking them 
off again. An export inquiry from Italy 
was received yesterday by one prominent 
concern, despite the fact that, at pres- 
ent rates of exchange, the shoes wanted 
would have to retail in that country at 
$40 or more a pair. 


FORHYDRAULICLABORATORY 


National Institution Urged 
Study of Water Control. 


Carrying out plans to solve the coun- | 
try’s problems of water supply and flood 
control, upon which the industrial de- 
velopment of the nation and the stand- 
ard of living of future generations, it is 
said, largely depénd, leaders of Amer- 
ican engineering are urging Congress. to 
establish a national hydraulic labora- 
tory. 

With the whole Federal water power 
situation in what is called a critical con- 
dition, involving vast economic conse- 
quences, Dean Mortimer KE. Cooley of 
the University of Michigan, President of 
the American Engineering Council of 
the Federated American Engineering 
Societies, and John R. Freeman, Presi- 
dent of the American Society of Civil 
Engineers, will advocate the laboratory 
proposal before a subcommittee of the 
Senate Committee on Commerce the lat- 
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ter part of this month, according to an 


announcement just made. 

A bill to create a national hydraulic 
laboratory is now before the Senate. 
The subcommittee is composed of Sena- 
tors Ransdell of Louisiana, du Pont of 
Dtlaware and McNary of Oregon, repre-~- 
senting the Gulf, Atlantic and Pacific 
Coasts. Dean Cooley and Mr. Freeman 
will make the initial presentation of the 
ease for the laboratory, contending in 
behalf of the engineering profession and 
other national agencies that the labora- 
tory would make it possible to concen- 
trate attention on the scientific side of 
flood control and other hydraulic prob- 
lems. Mr. Freeman, a Providence en- 
gineer and an authority on water power, 
has studied at first hand the power sit- 
uation in European countries, particu- 
larly France. 

At the last meeting of the Executive 


Board of the American Engineering 
Council, the council’s Committee on 
Water Power, of which Colonel J. H. 


Finney of Washington is Chairman, was 
directed, at the suggestion of Dean Per- 
F. Walker of the University of 
Kansas, to place before President Hard- 
ing the facts of the situation with re- 
gard to water-power development in this 
country. ‘ 

The board’s action, it was stated, was 
prompted by ‘‘the Federal Water 
Power Commission’s lack of effective 
and permanent personnel.’ The water- 
power plan coincides with the American 
Engineering Council's reforestation 
movement, in which the engineers are 
co-operating with the United States For- 
estry Service, the Forestry services of 
the States, universities and technical 
schools and other groups, such as farm- 
ers, railroads and lumbermen, to con- 
serve the country’s forests. 

The Executive Board of the councll, 
which is to meet in Boston on Sept. 8 
and 9, has adopted a resolution declar- 
ing that stream-flow conditions in many 
sections of the country vitally affect the 
welfare of the people in many ways. 
Loss of life and property damage re- 
sulting from floods, economic signifi- 
cance of water-power developments, in- 
dustrial utilization, quantity, quality and 
possible contamination of municipal sup- 
plies, and. interstate subsurface water 
supply were some of thé ways in which, 
it was declared, grave problems are 
arising. 


The council, representing the organ- 


ized engineering profession, asserted 
that. “‘ the scientific study of such mat- 
ters as affect stream flow and other 


water supply problems should be under- 
taken in a more comprehensive: manner 
than has yet been made possible.’’ The 
council pledged its co-operation with 
State and Federal agencies. 

‘‘ Disastrous floods along the Missis- 
sippi Valley,’ said a statement by Dean 
Cooley, ‘‘ have called the nation’s atten- 
tion to the great need of better methods 
of prevention. This is essentially an 
engineering problem of great magnitude. 
Members of Congress, especially those 
from States contiguous to the Mississippi 
River, are exercised about present con- 
ditions. Senator Ransdell has stated 
that he was actually alarmed, 

‘The United States Chambef of Com- 
merece and other agencies are stressing 
the.national importance of the situa- 
tion,” The Federal Government should 
enlarge the scope of its activity so as 
still further to limit the dangers of 
destructive floods in the country’s rich 
agricultural areas.’’ 

Dean Cooley, who has been holding a 
series of conferences with engineering 
leaders in New York, said that the: 
whole question would come before the 
Executive Board of the council in Bos- 
ton next month, 





ATRPLANES IN WORLD 





Four Types Are Produced in 
Four Months, Each Exceed- 
ing 200 Miles an Hour. 





NEW DEVICE FOR LANDING 





General Mitchell Tells of Recent 
Aviation Progress—Practical, for 
Commerce, He Says. 





Four. distinct types’ of airplanes, hav- 


ing speeds in excess of 200 miles an |. 


hour, anda new skid landing device,. 
which makes a tennis court a suitable 
landing place, are among America’s con- 
tribution this year to aviation, accord-. 
ing to an announcement made yester- 
day by Brig. Gen. William Mitchel, 
Chief of Operations, Air Service. He 
also revealed that a comprehensive sur- 
vey of the commercial possibilities of 
the airplane throughout the country is 
being made with the idea of fostering 
the use of aircraft as a carrier. 


In an interview at the Hotel Vander- | 
bilt yesterday afternoon, General Mitch- | 


ell, who has just completed a 4,000- 
mile flight on schedule through the 
| Middle Western and Great Lake States, 
‘said he returned more than ever con- 
;Vinced of the practicability of the air- 


jpeene as a commercial proposition. Com- | 


mercial planes could operate profitably 


lat 18 cents -per passenger mile, and 
there was no reason why the figure 
could not be cut to 6 cents per pas- 
senger mile, he said. 

General Mitchell was enthuiastic over 
the new types which had been devel- 
oped for the army by American aero- 
nautical engineers, ‘These plans will be 
exhibited to the public at the Detroit 
races. in the early Fall. 

‘‘ Last year we centred our efforts on 
the development of seacraft planes; this 
year we have turned our attention to the 
pursuit plane, a type which controls the 
air in wartime,” General Mitchell said. 
‘Four months ago I called leading en- 
gineers to Washington and told them 
we wanted the swiftest planes in the 
world. The result is that in this short 
time we have four new models; all de- 
partures from planes heretofore used inj 
the’alr service, and all of them having 
a speed of more than 200 miles.an hour. | 
The motors are from 275 to 600 horse- 
power. 

Describes New Models. 


“The pursuit plane produced by the 
Curtiss Aeroplane and Motor Corpora-'! 
tion has its radiators as part of the 
wing construction. Open landing gear 
and no axles and wings placed under 
the fuselage are features of the plane 
ae agate by the Loening Aeronavtical 
Engineering Corporation. Lawrence 
Sperry’s model has a chassis that folds 
in, thus reducing head Wind resistance. 
The fourth plane, made by the Thomas- 
Morse Aircraft Corporation, is of all- 
metal construction.” 

Speaking of the new landing device 
eoncelved by Lawrence Sperry, General 
Mitchell told of the difficulties of land- 
ing with wheels equipped yith pneu- 
matic tires. Unless the proper contact 
was made with the ground tn landing, 
the plane was apt to nose over, or the 
wheels to collapse, he said. 

“A large landing area was necessary 
because of the long roll after the plane 
reached the ground,”’ he said. “‘A de 
Haviland, for example, will roll 800 feet 
before coming to a stop. The Sperry 
skid device cuts the roll to a very few 
feet. Yesterday we tried it four times 
at Farmingdale, L, L, and succeeded 
in bringing the plane to a stop within 
125 feet. The skid, about six inches 
wide and projecting a little beyond the 
length of the plane, is similar to a 
sleigh runner, except that it is equipped 
with shock absorbers. The device also 
permits landing on water.’’ 

“Co-operation. from the Weather Bu- 
reau and radio service with landing 
fields, and inspection of planes and per- 
sonnel, are Needed for the furtherance 
of commercial aviation,’’ General Mitch- 
ell said. ‘‘ Flying is just as safe as any 
other form of transportation. Vincent 
Astor flew 2,000 miles in his Loening 
fiying yacht last month, and I have had 
more than 2,000 hours in the afr.’’ 


France Leads in Aviation. 


General Mitchell said that France leads 
the’ world with 2,000 military planes in 
service, with more in reserve. England, 
according to his figures, has 600 planes 
in service, 3,000 in reserve and 1,000. in 
construction. Italy is building 600 air- 
craft, while Japan will have an air fleet 
of 1,000 planes before this year ends. 

Not including planes inherited by the 
Air Service when the war closed, the 
tnitea States has only 360 planes in ac- 
tual service, none in reserve and 300 in 
course of construction, General Mitchell 
said. The Air Service consists of less 
than 400 flying officers and about 15,000 
enlisted men. Asked what would be an 
adequate air force, General Mitchell said 
the country should have a brigade of 600 
planes on the Western coast, an equal 
number on the Eastern coast, and a di- 
vision with 1,200 planes in the middle of 
the United States. He remarked that 
this year’s appropriation for aeronautics 
was $8,000,000—‘‘ the price of half a bat- 
tleship.’’ 


JERSEY’S SWEET POTATOES. 


Ocean County to Sell First Certified 
Seed Offered in America. 


Farmers of Ocean County, New Jer- 
sey, are preparing to add another chap- 
ter to the romance of the sweet potato 
industry as developed in that section of 
the State. On sandy soll, a few years 
ago uncultivated, but now , turning out 
enormous crops of ‘‘ sweets’’ that have 


won an almost nation-wide reputation 
for quality and flavor, Government 
agents ,jhave found that it is virtually 
impossible for potato diseases to get a 
foothold, and with the encouragement 
of the State Department of Agriculture 
these growers are to place on the mar- 
kets the first certified seed sweet pota- 
toes ever offered in America. 

“This certified seed,” said a state- 
ment from the New Jersey Bureau of 
Markets, ‘‘ has been grown under the 
most exacting conditions. It passes 
under three rigid inspections, Bach hill 
is separately examined in the field. 
Any that show the least sign of im- 
pores disease are removed. Later, all 

ut the strongest plants are discarded. 
The result is that seed plants are ob- 
tained practically free from disease and 
blemish. The growers have worked with 
State and Federal agencies for five 
years in perfecting the strain. The in- 
dustry has been developed largely 
through the enthusiasm that HH. ; 
Waite, county farm agent, has imparted 
to Ocean County growers, backi his 
belief in the ‘ sweet potatability ’ of ‘the 
Ocean County soils. 

“The Ocean County Sweet Potato As- 
sociation has been forméd and incorpo- 
rated by the growers. In addition to 
handling. the seed potatoes, it will grow 
and market the famous Jersey ‘ sweets,’ 
Braces ‘and guaranteeing every ship- 
ment.”’ *

LESS IDLENESS IN CANADA. 


Employment Situation Greatly Im- 


proves in First Half of 1922. 


In the first half of this year there 
bas been a markéd improvement in the 
employment situation in Canada. With 
the exception of two or three slight 
setbacks, the percentage of employment 
has continued steadily to increase. A 
number of factors have contributed to 
this increase, explains the Royal Bank 
of Canada, in its review of trade con- 
ditions for August. 

“In the first place,’ says the bank, 
‘immigration fell off considerably in 
1920 and 1921, and consequently at the 
beginning of the present year there were 
fewer men to be absorbed into the va- 
rious industries. The béginnings of im- 
provement_in business, too, created a 
demand for the service of more men in 
trade and transportation enterprises. 
The speeding up of certain branches of 
manufacturing called for additional 
workers, especially in those industries 


which had been operating on a part- 
time basis. The lumber and pulp indus- 
tries, for instance, abgorbed large num- 
bers, as did the mining industry, and 
the construction and maintenance of 
highways and railroads. The increase 
which took place in building also helped 
the situation very ;substantially. 

‘“*A very useful barometer by which 
to bauge the general trend of business 
is afforded by statistics of commercial 
failures. There are, at all times, a cer- 
tain number of firms and of individuals 
who are carrying on business at or near 
the margin of safety. The degree of 
success with which these marginal en- 
terprises are maintaining their position 
under difficult circumstances and keen 
competition normally indicates with a 
fair amont of accuracy, what the con- 
dition of business really is at the time. 

‘During the year 1921 a number of 
influences combined to produce a high 
degree of mortality among commercial 
concerns in Canada. In the period im- 
mediately following the armistice a 
1arge number of new concerns entered 
the business field in a small way. While 
prices were tending upward, most of 
these firms were able to maintain them- 
selves, but the unfavorable business 

nditions last year took a large toll, 
principally of those who had not suffi- 
cient capital. Many larger concerns as 
well, who were caught with heavy 
stocks of merchandise, suffered severe 
losses because of falling prices. These 
declining prices combined with the gen- 
eral decline in purchasing power, and 
the consequent decrease in sales, result- 
ed in a number of weaker dealers be- 
coming insolvent. Then, too, there 
were, undoubtedly, a number of firms 
who, finding themselves in difficulty, 
took advantage of the new Bankruptcy 
act and went into liquidation. 

“The figure for Habilities involved in 
failures during 1921 shows a substantial 
increase over the figure for the’ last pre- 
war year, 1913, namely an increase of 
207 per cent. The corresponding figure 
for failures in the United States during 
1921 shows an increase of 157 per cent. 
over the 1913 figure. It must, of course, 
be borne in mind that assets also show 
marked increases. Part of the increase 
in each case is due, of course, to the 
change in price levels during the period. 

‘*The question of most vital interest, 
however, is whether or not the period 
of greatest stress is behind us. A de- 
creasing total. of failures in the United 
States during the successive months of 
the present year would seem to indicate 
a definite improvement in conditions. 
Canadian figures disclose a similar situ- 
ation, in spite of the extremely high 
business mortality rate during the first 
half of the year. The record of sol- 
vency during the second quarter is an 
improvement over that of the first 
quarter.” ”

These streets, in accordance with the 
Chinese idea, are not only of modern 
construction, but aré of sufficient width 
to allow many vehicles to accumulate in 
one place, being from 80 to 150 feet 
across. The streets are built with a 
foundation of crushed brick and stone 
and a surfacing of concrete and are well 
graded. A modern system of sewerage 
runs under the streets, laid down in the 
entire length and running through the 
heart of the ‘city. 

The six miles of streets that existed 
before the adoption of the highway pro- 
gtam did not run through the city 
proper, but along the river front and 
eastern suburb, while the centre of thre 
city, where nearly 1,000,000 people: lived, 
had no streets available for wheeled 
traffic: <

Robber Frightened Off by Porter as 
He Was Drilling His Way 
to $8,000. 


Central Park was combed more tho 
oughly early yesterday morning than at 
any time since the recent crime wave 
following the discovery of a burglar 
drilling the ancient safe“in the Louis 
XV. room of the Casino restaurant. The 
entire territory was quickly surroundea 
by the police of several precincts, who 
came in response to a call from_ the 
Arsenal Station, They came, more 
than twoscore, in automobiles, motor- 
cycles and on foot, and several police 
dogs are said to have assisted in the 
search. Although they arrived promptly 
and -orders were executed with effi- 
clency, the burglar managed to get 
away while the force was gathering. 

John, Treche, night porter, discoyeréd 
the burglar before dawn kneeling be- 
fore the safe busy with a drill. Treche 
was unarmed, so he decided Ao notify 
the police. As all the doors were locked 
he made his way to the other end of 
the building and climbed out of the 
window. + 

The porter almost landed on Police- 
man John Mullaly*of the Arsenal Sta- 
tion. - Both men went inside through 
the window and reachéd the east side 


of the building in time to. see a tall 
figure leap for the stairway. 
efore they could act the fugitive 
whisked around a curve in the stair- 
1 and disappeared. Pursuit led to 
the kitchen, in the basement, and here 
they got just a one-second view of the 
burglar as he went *head first through 
a narrow window. He had evidently 
got in through this window, for the 
screening had been torn off and he had 
left .it open for his getaway. The 
restaurant is located near the East 
Seventy-second Street entrance, and it 
|is believed the robber got out of the 
| Park through this. entrance. 
| From the Arsenal Station was flashed 
word that a burglar might be loose in 
Central Park and this brought the order 
to invest the Park. First came Ser- 
geant Morris of the Arsenal Station in 
a sidecar motorcycle. Meantime the 
Lieutenants on desk duty in the Sixty- 
seyenth Street Station and the 104th 
Street Station on the east and the West 
Sixty-eighth and 100th Street Stations 
had bundled out every available re- 
serve, They Were ordered to guard the 
exits and to take up stations at suf- 
ficient intervals along the walls to pre- 
vent escape by this means. 
With occasional honks of the horn to 
warn night travelers out of the way 
came the police automobiles, each 
loaded with detectives, three or more 
in each car. 
Motorcycle policemen came, each bear- 
ing a superior officer in a side car. 
Th reported and searched in all di- 
rections through the Park. 
Thére was plenty of activity inside 
the Park, for policemen on foot were 
supplementing thé vehicle séarch by 
beating the bushes and looking into 
every corner of the invested territory. 
Two or three times the sharp, short 
bark of a dog testified that the police 
dogs were active in the search. 
The burglar left behind a kit of tools 
containing drills, braces and other im- 
plements. The search continued for 
hours but without success, and after 
daylight the searchers were called off 
and the guards went back to their sta- 
tion houses. 
The burglar had been frightened 
away before he could get the safe open, 
an examination of the room_ showed. 
He had evidently heard Mullaly and 
Treche returning and. fled, leaving his 
tools behind him, The thief had started 
drilling a hole between the handle of 
the door and the frame. A cash drawer 
|in a desk adjoining the safe had been 
| broken open, but it was empty. Some 
articles of value in the office of C. F. 
Zittel, ‘the owner of the restaurant, had 
been overlooked. The latter said that 
the safe had contained more than $8,000. 

Mr. Zittel said the safe was seventy- 
| five years old and had been in the res- 
| taurant six years. Its combination is 
| known only to Mr. Zittel. 


GAVE FOOD TO SAVE BABY. 


Schooner’s Starving Crew Helped 
Mother and Child in Pacific. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 21.—A tale of 
the sea, a becalmed ship, a starving 
crew and a mother with a newborn babe, 
to preserve whose life every one else sac- 
rificed rations thrilled the waterfront 
here today upon the arrival of the mo- 
torship Annie Johnson, with news of the | 
San Francisco schooner, William H. | 
Smith. The schooner was becalmed in | 
the Pacific for 43 days and was dis-| 
covered on Aug. 14, when Captain Mur- | 
ray of the Johnson responded to her} 
signals of distress and provided her with 
supplies. 

A pitiable condition was found aboard 
the schooner. The crew of seven men 
had been eleven days almost without 
food except the copra with which the 
schooner was loaded. They were physi- 
cally unable to hoist the emergency sup- 
ply of rations over the ship’s side. In 
the cabin Mrs. Nels P. Jensen, wife of | 
the master, was attempting to nurse! 
her baby, whose cries rapidly were} 
growing weaker. The mother; although | 
favored by captain and crew in the mat-/} 
ter of available food, could not supply 
sufficient nourishment for the infant. 

The crew of the becalmed vessel, it 
was said, was beginning to show signs 
of insanity when the motorship came 
to the rescue. 

For 116 days no word had been heard 
from the unfortunate vessel and she had | 
been given up for lost. With favorable | 
winds, it is expected she will be in port | 
before the end of the week.

Arthur O’Leary, a caretaker of the

Street, who was caught in an undertow 
while bathing at the foot of 108th Street, 
Rockaway Beach.
